GUILDFORD, England 
(AP) — Terrorist bombs ex¬ 
ploded without warning Satur¬ 
day in two taverns frequented 
by British soldiers, and police 
said at least five persons 
were killed and 54 injured, 
many of them seriously. 

"Bodies are lyjng every¬ 
where," said a witness to the 
first explosion at a bar called 
the Horse and Groom. He said 
it was filled with 80 to 90 per¬ 
sons at the time of the blasL 
Police Chief Peter Maith-

ews said he expected the 
death toll to rise. Some vic¬ 
tims appeared severely in¬ 
jured and firemen were still 
sifting the rubble for addi¬ 
tional casualties. 

The tavern was full of sol¬ 
diers celebrating their return 
from duty in Northern Ireland 
where the outlawed Irish Re¬ 
publican Army has teen wag¬ 


ing a terrorist campaign to 
wrest the province from Bri¬ 
tain. 

Police said the dead were 
three men - two of them sol¬ 
diers and two women. They 
said 34 of the injured were 
army personnel, including 13 
members of the Women’s 
Royal Army Corps, which has 
a base in Guildford. 


Less than an hour after the 
first blast, a second explosion 
ripped through the Seven 
Stars Inn about 250 yards 
from the Horse and Groom. 
The manager had cleared that 
bar on hearing the first bomb 
go off. 

Police immediately closed 
all pubs in Guildford, a thriv¬ 
ing university and light indus¬ 
trial community 30 miles 
southwest of London. The 
town, which has some 50 tav¬ 


erns, is a favorite of ser¬ 
vicemen from nearby Pir- 
bright and Aldershot military 
complexes. 

Police said they had no 
solid clues as to who may 
have set the bombs, but many 
persons immediately blamed 
the Irish Republican Army. 

"Bloody Irish pigsy!” 
screamed one woman as she. 
was helped away from the 
rubble at the Horse and 
Groom. 


The IRA has claimed re¬ 
sponsibility for a series of 
lx>mbings in England over the 
last two yte&rs. killing more 
than 20 persons and injuring 
hundreds. Twelve persons 
were killed last February 
when a bomb went off oh a 
bus carrying servicemen and 
their wives. 

A police alert was issued 
throughout southern England 
lor two girls seen leaving the

Guernsey. They said the Cy¬ 
priot vessel was drifting to¬ 
ward the French Coast. 


TOKYO (AP> The Japa¬ 
nese seamen's union said Sat¬ 
urday it has ordered''all crew 


aboard the nuclear tanker 
Mutsu to evacuate the ship. 

The union said it has sent a 
boat to return the crew to 
port. 

The 8,214-ion Mutsu has 
been drifting without power 
about 25 miles off northern 
Japan since it developed a 
leak in its nuclear reactor 
early last month.

yUNE EARS have grown tired of the ofl- 
peddled pap about how the glory of the 1976 
Summer Olympic games in Montreal will not 
be costing the taxpayers of Canada a thin 
dime. 

'Hie brainwashing has been handled with 
all the power of PR efficiency. Many Canadi¬ 
ans actually believe it. They believe Mayor 
Jean Drapeau’s claim that this great specta¬ 
cle will make it on its own. They believe 
Prime Minister Trudeau’s disclaimer that 
Canadians will not be forced to dig into 
depleted wallets to bail out the Montreal 
operation. 

They believe without thorough checking 
of facts. 

There is the con job pf the Olympic 
stamps. Won’t cost Canadians a cent. Think 
about it — think about the lost revenue to the 
post office itself. The cost of producing the 
stamps is borne by the Olympic committee 
and that committee takes the profit. Ordinar¬ 
ily the profit would go back to the post office, 
so. Canadians are losing thousands as a re¬ 
sult. 

There’s the Olympic coin bit. Canada 
minted more money for the committee. Can¬ 
ada is rruntmg far mare money than Canada 
receives from the Gross National Product 
and the coon caper merely adds to that infla¬ 
tion. 

And now, one more little item, hot off the 
presses this week. It seems the Olympic 
radio and television organization and the 
good old Canadian Broadcasting Corporation 
have signed a $56 million broadcasting con¬ 
tract for those Summer Games. 

Under this agreement, the CBC will pro¬ 
vide daily coverage of the Games to 131 
countries around the world. Individual net¬ 
works and consortauims will pay about $6 
million to the CBC for this service. 

That leaves a cool $50 million to account 
(for. Here we go again — the federal govern¬ 
ment has agreed to provide $25 million of the 
amount, with the organizing committee in 
Montreal being charged with the other $25 
million. 

The CBC is already a scandlalous drain 
on the Canadian treasury, but to add an¬ 
other $25 million to the bill is disgraceful. 
And I hope Canadians will get it through 
their heads that this 25 million bucks be¬ 
comes part and parcel of the COST of the 
Olympic Games. There is no way they can 
hide it in the bookkeeping. 


It’s “little" costs like this that no doubt 
caused the Dave Barrett government of Brit¬ 
ish Columbia to wisely turn thumbs down on 
provincial participation in the Vancouver- 
Garibaldi plea for the 1980 Winter Olympic 
extravaganza . . . 

WE RARELY aquate beer drinking with 
death and, really, I doubt that quaffing of the 
suds has produced many instant deaths down 
through the years. A delightful (for some) 
drink in moderation. 

But a 19-year-old Victoria youth died a 
couple of weeks ago because he made the 
foolish error of mixing his beer with pills. 
The boy’s father told me the story this week. 

Seems a friend of his got some pain 
killing prills from a doctor — with legitimate 
reason. However, the friend gave four of the 
pills to this particular young man. he downed 
them w'ith his beer in an attempt to get a 
greater ‘‘high’’ and the mixture caused his 
death. 

Hopefully, it will serve as a warning. Not 
to every young man or woman, because no 
matter how severe the warning, some of 
them will laugh it off and experiment any¬ 
way. But maybe the message will dissuade 
at least a few from taking the chance of mix¬ 
ing chemicals with beer. There is no set pat¬ 
tern — the chemistry of one body might be 
able to take such a mixture, whereas the 
chemistry in another body might have the vi¬ 
olent and tragic reaction that happened to 
this 19-year-old ... 

THE OTHER DAY a coroner's jury 
brought in a decision in the death of a 75- 
year-old Victoria woman. She had been 
struck by a tow truck that was backing onto 
a sidewalk. The jury recommended that tow 
trucks sound their horns before backing onto 
sidewalks. 

Many of our older citizens who walk our 
sidewalks, might have hearing deficiencies 
and the blowing of a ham becomes meaning¬ 
less. Should not such vehicles, backing onto 
sidewalks, have posted lookouts instead? 

The police traffic department, noting the 
“indirect” cause of death given by the jury, 
said that the city’s traffic fatality total would 
not rise to 10 — it would stay at nine. 

Be honest fellas, it was a traffic fatality. 
The lady died as a result of a traffic accident 
and all the statistical drive! isn’t about to 
bring her back.

Dear Dr. Thostesoo: As 
part of prenatal care, if a 
blood test for syphilis is auto¬ 
matically taken, is the test for 
gonorrhea also given as a pre¬ 
caution? If a Pap smear is 
taken, wouldn’t the results 
show any infection, not only 
cancer?—L.H. 

A blood test for gonoirhea 
has been developed, and we 
have long needed such a test, 
but technical difficulties made 
devising such a test a frus¬ 
trating problem. 

I don’t like to generalize, 
but would strongly suspect 
that the gonorrhea test is not 
yet routinely used. In some 
hospitals yes, in others proba¬ 
bly not. 

With gonorrhea, unlike sy¬ 
philis, the principal danger to 
the baby is infection in the 
eyes, and the universal use of 
silver nitrate treatment takes 
care of that danger. (Without 
the treatment, that infection 
can cause blindness.) 

However there is no ques¬ 
tion but that we should use 
every effort to discover gon¬ 
orrhea among mothers-to-be

for the sake of the mothers. 
And we are learning that gon¬ 
orrhea infection can exist in 
many women (and some 
men) without being recog¬ 
nized unless-a specific test (a 
culture) is made for it. 

Now for your question about 
the Pap test, the test is pri¬ 
marily designed to detect 
early cancer. The test may 
show distorted cells that in¬ 
dicate infections. But the gon¬ 
orrhea germ is a tricky one; 
when a smear test is taken 
for that, special precautions 
have to be observed to pre¬ 
vent air from destroying the 
germ and upsetting the accu¬ 
racy of the test. So no, you 
can’t depend on a Pap smear 
to detect gonorrhea. 

Dear Dr. Thosteson: Can 


you explain mucosa of the 
mouth? Is it serious and what 
can be done? Can it become 
cancerous?—Mlsa E.N. 

I think you missed the con¬ 
text in which you heard the 
word used, or possibly missed 
some word along with “muco¬ 
sa.” 

Mucosa, you see. is simply 
the technical term meaning 
the mucous surface or lining 
of mouth, nose, stomach, 
intestine, or genital tract. 

“Having mucosa’’ is utterly 
normal. But if, for example, a 
doctor remarked that he 
noted “abnormal mucosa," 
that would mean something 
else. Cancer can develop in 
the mucosa just as it can in 
any part of the body if condi¬ 
tions are such as to cause it. 

In the mouth, smoking is 
the big cause. Leukoplakia, or 
whitish patches, can appear 
in mouth or on tongue, and 
are even known as “smoker’s 
patches.” altho’igh other irri¬ 
tations can cause them. These 
patches may be forerunners 
of cancer, so they should be 
watched and removed if they 
begin to show suspicious 
signs. 


In John’s place was Peter 
Kunst,' another brother, from 
Santa Ana, Calif., who walked 
with Dave for one year after 
John was killed and rejoined 
him for the last 10 miles.

Noticeably absent from the 
welcoming party were his 
wife Jan and Waseca Mayor 
Carl Swanson. 

The mule was auctioned off 
for $140. Kunst’s right shoe 
was auctioned for $150 and his 
left show for $170. The pro¬ 
ceeds went to UNICEF. 

UNICEF officials at the cer¬ 
emony said the Kunst world 
walk had raised thousands of 
dollars for children through¬ 
out the world, although the 
exact figure has never been 
determined. 

Kunst, 35. went through 22 
pairs of shoes and two mules 
on the journey. 

The local area chamber of 
rommerce had planned to 
honor the walk, but not the 
man because of the outspoken 
comments Kunst had made 
about the small town, his 
marriage and foreigners in 
the newspaper article. 

The comments, which ap¬ 
peared in a newspaper article 
two weeks ago, caused an 
uproar in the community, and 
for a while it appeared the 
welcome-home celebration 
would be cancelled. 

In the article Kunst, who 
left his wife Jan and three 
children to make the trip, 
said he thought marriage was 
generally “a bad idea,” and 
added, “I’ve known a lot of 
women all over the world, 
and it didn’t always end with 
a handshake.” 

He said he was surprised 
“there were so many damn, 
dumb foreigners in this 
world.” 

He later amended his state¬ 
ments and said he had 
reached an understanding 
with is wife. “She resents my 
liberal ways and I resent her 
domestication, but I-feel our 
kids will grow up realizing 
they have an honest father.”

'We never believed 
IRA would hit town ’ 


A Saanich woman who 
worked last summer in an 
English pub destroyed by ter¬ 
rorist bombs said Saturday 
people in the area never be¬ 
lieved the Irish Republican 
Army would strike in the 
thriving university town, 30 
miles southwest of London. 

The Horse and Groom tav¬ 
ern, where Cathie Kendrew, 
23, of 3660 Iona, worked after 
meeting the pub’s manager 
and his wife, Roland and Joan 
Bishop, during a holiday in 
Greece, was filled with about 
80 to 90 people when a bomb 
exploded without warning, 
leavipg “bodies lying every¬ 
where,” according to one re¬ 
port. 

Press reports from Guild¬ 
ford do not indicate whether 
the Bishops, who invited Ms. 
Kendrew to stay with them 
during their Greek visit, were 
in the pub when the bomb 
exploded. 

Ms. Kendrew told the Colo¬ 
nist she will be contacting 
Bishop’s mother to find out if 
the couple was injured in the 
blast. The Bishops were plan¬ 
ning to leave the Horse and 
Groom, she added. 

The pub was filled with a 
celebrating Saturday night 
crowd and a birthday party 
was in progress when the 
bomb exploded. Many of the 
customers were reported to 
be soldiers from nearby 
bases. 

But Ms. Kendrew' said she 
could never recall seeing sol¬ 
diers in the pub, adding that 


most of the customers Cvere 
civilian "regulars" who either 
lived or worked in the area, in 
the centre of Guildford. 

While she was in England, 
terrorist bombings were tak¬ 
ing place in London, but 
Guildford residents said such 
bombings would never occur 
there, she said. 

"They were happy they 
were living in Guildford and 
not in London." 

The Bishops lived in a suite 
above the pub, which was^ a 
“fair size’’ for an English 
pub. The Horse and Groom 
building is about 50 years old, 
she remembered.

Fear of tremors 
prompts closing 

of Lima buildings 


LIMA (UH) — Peruvian 
authorities, fearing public 
buildings may collapse on 
crowds in a series of new 
earth -tremors, Saturday 
closed all theatres, stadiums, 
night clubs and racetracks in 
the Lima area. 

The toll of Thursday’s two 
minute earthquake, the 
strongest in Lima in 25 years, 
stood at 68 deaths, 2,264 per¬ 
sons injured, and 13,590 
houses destroyed or damaged, 
according to civil defence of¬ 
ficials. 

A spokesman for the Na¬ 
tional Geophysical Institute 
said the powerful earthquake 
that rocked coastal Peru set 
off a chain of earth tremors 
which may last two or three 
months. 

Some of the tremors will lie 
strong enough to shake build¬ 
ings, but the Lima area will 
probably escape without fur¬ 
ther injuries or deaths, the 
spokesman said. 

With many areas unsur¬ 
veyed, officials estimated 


damage from Thursday's 
quake at more than 525 mil¬ 
lion, and that amount is ex¬ 
pected to rise. In Callao, the 
port city near Lima, the dam¬ 
age came to about 56 million, 
and the National Agricultural 
University suffered damage 
reaching 53 million. 

Authorities issued an urgent 
call for tents to shelter 6,000 
persons still homeless. An 
emergency loan system was 
set up by the housing 
ministry. 

More than 60 earth tremors 
shook Lima strongly enough 
to be felt in the two days in- 
mediately after the earth¬ 
quake. Seismologists, whose 
instruments registered more 
than 350 tremors after the 
quake, said the wave of slight 
temblors was normal follow¬ 
ing an earthquake of 6.8 on 
the Richter scale of 10.. 

Residents of Lima, recalling 
the aftermath of the 1966 and 
1970 earthquakes, said there 
were not as many tremors 
then as now. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Preliminary data from a new 
U.S. government study raises 
the possibility that marijuana 
may be more harmful than 
previously thought, the re¬ 
search director of the national 
Institute on Drug Abuse said 
Saturday. But the report con¬ 
cedes there is no clinical evi¬ 
dence confirming it. 

Possible effects might 
range from lowering of a per¬ 
son's resistance to disease 1o 
birth defects, said Dr. Wil¬ 
liam Pollin. 

The implications, he said in 
an interview, are contained in 


the draft of a report being 
prepared for submission next 
January to Congress as re¬ 
quired by law each year — by 
the U.S. department of health, 
education and welfare, the in¬ 
stitutes parent body. He said 
the report may bo revised. 

The report said the prelimi¬ 
nary data “raises the possibil¬ 
ity that the effects of mari¬ 
juana under -some circum¬ 
stances may be more wide¬ 
spread . . . than has been pre¬ 
viously thought.” It lists stu¬ 
dies which describe possible 
adverse immunologic and 
genetic implications.

M any Canadians reacted with anger 

and disbelief when the Quebec national as¬ 
sembly—a designation offensive in itself—voted 
approval of Bill 22 last July, making French the 
al language of the province. 

A disclosure that the government would re¬ 
quire under this measure that French-speaking ap¬ 
plicants be given priority in hiring and requiring 
English-speaking workers to learn French brought 
further and louder protests. 

Clearly, critics maintained, the Quebec- lan¬ 
guage act “struck at the spirit of Confederation,” 
as Premier Richard Hatfield of New Brunswick put 
it. 

It appears to violate those sections of the Brit¬ 
ish North America Act that deal with the use of 
both French and English in the Quebec legislature 
and provide a degree of self-government to school 
boards in choosing their language of instruction. 

Moreover, it is in contradiction of the federal 
government Official Languages Act which gives 
both French and English equal status. 

It was when Premier Hatfield asked for a 
Supreme Court of Canada ruling on the constitu¬ 
tionality of the Quebec law that Prime Minister 
Pierre Trudeau promised the federal government 
would act “to preserve the integrity of the constitu¬ 
tion (the BN A Act).” 

No doubt John Diefenbaker had the prime 
minister’s undertaking in mind when on Tuesday 
he asked Minister of Justice Otto Lang “whether 
the law officers of the Crown have looked into this 
question” as to the legality of the Quebec act. 

Terming it “a knockout blow to national 
unity” and admittedly unconstitutional, Mr. Diefen¬ 
baker wanted to know the views of the minister on 
the issue. 


answer. 

Mr. Tmdeau referred to Bill 22, as it was in¬ 
troduced in Quebec, as better protection for the En¬ 
glish language rights in that province than the 
French language gets elsewhere in Canada. 

The government, he said, contemplated no ac¬ 
tion to test the constitutionality of the act in the 
Supreme Court of Canada. 

But that would not preclude some private 
party seeking a ruling, he added. 

The prime minister refuses to admit an obliga- 
tion on the pail of his government to test the dubi¬ 
ous Quebec law, or, in this instance, to do a thing to 
'preserve the integrity of the constitution,” as he 
promised Premier Hatfield. 

The prime minister’s partiality towards his 
Quebec supporters begins to look like prejudice 
that is no part of Statecraft. Appeasement, as his¬ 
tory very clearly demonstrates, never wins friends 
or satisfies the appetite of the ambiious. And it is 
likely to divide those who should be allies. 


Two Chinas celebrate 


So here goes 


T HE CHINESE NATIONALIST LEAGUE 
Canada celebrates in Vancouver this year the 
anniversary of the founding of the Nationalist 
Party and the overthrow of the last imperial dy¬ 
nasty, the Manchus, in Peking. 

The day of dawning freedom was October 10 
— the Double Tenth, as it is recalled with reverent 
remembrance, for it is associated always with the 
hero of the revolution, Dr. Sun Yat-sen. The year 
was 1911. 

Dr. Sun was not present for the culminating 
events of the revolution he had done so much to 
generate. He was abroad in a never-ending quest 
for funds for the cause. But he hurried home to 
become China’s first president. 

The Kuomintang (National People’s. Party) 
did not become an entity until 1912, but it gradual¬ 
ly gathered strength until, under the leadership of 
Chiang Kai-shek it appeared to be in the process of 
unifying the nation, expelling invaders and contain¬ 
ing the new, communist revolution by 1945. 

Four years later Mao Tse-tung, with help from 
Nationalist China’s erstwhile allies in the Soviet 
Union, had turned the tables on Dr. Sun’s successor 
and driven him to the small but not insignificant 
stronghold he has built on Taiwan. 

So, while the Nationalist League in Canada 


and the survivors of Free China on Taiwan are 
celebrating old achievements and perhaps encour¬ 
aging new hope among President Chiang’s loya¬ 
lists, the People’s Republic is starting its 26th year 
on the mainland of Asia. 

The birthday it celebrates is Oct. 1. 

B8th Chinas, in totally different ways, have 
provided the world with spectacular demon¬ 
strations: Taiwan in its rapid economic expansion 
and the development of social services unknown to 
an earlier generation; and communist China in its 
apparently successful application of the communes 
system, the sophistication of its massive armed 
forces and resourceful organization of key indus¬ 
tries. 

Both had enormous handicaps. Free China had 
a minimum of raw materials for exploitation. Com¬ 
munist China had a quarter of the world’s popula¬ 
tion, most of it hungry, and a precariously bal¬ 
anced political position. 

Both countries have shown a fierce determina¬ 
tion in overcoming difficulties of hideous propor¬ 
tion. 

Idealogically they are far apart. But in the 
quality of their characters they are indistin¬ 
guishable. Naturally. They are of the same robust 
stock.

The Brezhnev cult wanes 


A striking feature of the 
current political scene in the 
Soviet Union is the waning of 
the personality cult of Mr. 
Brezhnev. Until then- 
P resident Nixon’s Moscow 
visit in June, propaganda 
here left little doubt in the 
minds of the Soviet public and 
foreign observers that he had 
emerged as the dominant fig¬ 
ure in the country. But a 
brake now seems to have 
been put on the Brezhnev 
build-up, which began at the 
24th Congress of the Commu¬ 
nist Party in March 1971. 

No explanation, of course, 
was offered when the cult 
began, and no explanations 
are being offered now that it 
is "becoming subdued; but 
there are plenty of theories to 
explain it. 

★ ★ ★ 

The unusual feature of the 
Brezhnev cult always was its 
modest scale compared with 
those of its predecessors. It 
seemed that the cult was 
being promoted not by Mr. 
Brezhnev himself but by the 
agreement also of the other 
top leaders of the Kremlin. It 
could well be that those in 
positions of real power in the 
Politburo and the secretary of 
the Central Committee of the 
Party have at last come to re¬ 
alize that the cult was becom¬ 
ing counter-Droductive in the 
light of developments at home 
and abroad. Far from in¬ 
creasing Mr. Brezhnev's pop¬ 
ularity with the masses, espe¬ 
cially the urban middle class, 
it- was tending to make his 
image a little ridiculous. 
There was not only growing 
boredom, but also resentment 
with the cult. 

This attitude contrasted 
with the fact that the real 
strength of Mr. Brezhnev's 
position had hitherto been 
that he aroused no strong

feelings for or against him as 
an individual. Until a few 
weeks ago, indeed, it could be 
said that in the Soviet Union 
there was a general spirit of 
indifference toward Mr. 
Brezhnev — one of “let him 
get on with the job.” 

In the sphere of foreign af¬ 
fairs one detects other rea¬ 
sons why the Brezhnev cult is 
being played down. The 
image of the statesman work¬ 
ing hard for disarmament and 
detente while maintaining 
good personal terms with the 
leaders of the Western world 
— primarily the United States 

was an essential ingredient 
of the developing Brezhnev 
image. The success of Soviet 
diplomacy with Messrs 
Brandt, Pompidou and Nixon 
lent substance to this effort. 

The agreements reached 
with West Germany by the 
Soviet Union and the East Eu¬ 
ropean countries recognizing 
East Germany as a legal 
state, and the agreement on 
limiting the missile race, 
were among the steps that re¬ 
bounded to Mr. Brezhnev’s 
credit. 

The fact that these diplo¬ 
matic successes were project¬ 
ed as the personal achieve¬ 
ment of Mr. Brezhnev be¬ 
cause of his supposedly 
unique ties wdth his opposite 
numbers proved in the end to 
be embarrassing. Pompidou 
died, Brandt went out of of¬ 
fice under a cloud — and 
Nixon was removed from 
power in the most humiliating 
circumstances. With these un¬ 
foreseen developments the 
glamor with which Brezhnev 
had been invested also be¬ 
came dimmed. And it was not 
only the removal of these 
leaders in far-from-pleasant 
circumstances that detracted 


from some of the tall claims 
made here on behalf of Mr. 
Brezhnev; the cooler ap¬ 
proach adopted by their 
successors toward the Soviet 
Union also intruded: 

It could be that Mr. Brezh¬ 
nev has siipply been unlucky. 
After all, he picked on men 
who appeared to be solidly 
based when he dealt with 
them but in the end they 
proved to be unend uwng. 
Nonetheless, his judgment 
comes into question. 

The case of relations with 
Germany illustrates part of 
Mr. Brezhnev’s dilemma. 
Willy Brandt achieved the 
maximum political deal with 
the Kremlin that could be had 
at the time, but the West Ger¬ 
mans today are less interest - 
ed in Ostpolitik. They are not 
as amenable as they were in 
Brandt’s time to blandish¬ 
ments from Moscow. Like¬ 
wise, the new president of 
France is more interested in 
repairing relations with Wash¬ 
ington than in pursuing any 
grand design in Europe in co¬ 
operation with Moscow. More¬ 
over, President Ford is show¬ 
ing signs of a cooler approach 
in his dealings with the Soviet 
Union. 


All this, together with the 
uncomfortable crisis over 
Cyprus, which is becoming a 
political bone of contention 
between the West and Mos¬ 
cow. contributes to a growing 
feeling of anti-climax here. 
Under these circumstances it 
would have been very difficult 
to maintain the image of Mr. 
Brezhnev as an all-conquering 
hero. 

There is yet another reason 
for the decline of the Brezh¬ 
nev cult. While the broad 


need for detente is enthusi¬ 
astically accepted here, there 
is no consensus on what price 
the Soviet Union should pay 
for it. The press and publi¬ 
cists still echo the official 
view that detente is necessary 
and therefore unquestioningly 
accepted by all. But there is 
new evidence of disquiet over 
the concessions on the domes¬ 
tic front which are required 
for a better understanding 
with the West. The upshot is 
that Mr. Brezhnev’s pre¬ 
eminence is Ijjeiflg advertised 
in much softer hues. The of¬ 
ficial picture that is being 
projected of him is no longer 
in technicolor.

Only minutes after I con- 
reded defeat on election night, 
the press wanted to know my 
future plans.

On other 
occasions when discussing the 
work ethic, strikes, personal 
responsibility, parliamentary 
institutions and the Rule of 
Law, it will be labeled as 
right on the political spec¬ 
trum. Often R will reflect a 
view not shared by other com¬ 
mentators and columnists.

Will 
ihe Union Nationale make a 
comeback or will the Conser¬ 
vatives organize a provincial 
party in Quebec to act as a 
base for federal gains? Will a

ibecois to seize the reigns of 
power? And should that hap¬ 
pen, how many days or weeks

So what does the future 
hold?

I don’t promise to answer 
all or any of these questions 
but report the views of men 
and women who spend their 
lives thinking about them and 
to add my own two cents’ 
worth from time to time when 
it would not be too presump¬ 
tuous.

The villain of both sides in the Cyprus conflict 


The United States,. which 
antagonized the Greek Cy¬ 
priots by failing to prevent or 
stop the Turkish invasion, is 
now annoying the Turks. The 
Turkish anger is caused by 
the vote of the American 
Congress to cut off all mili¬ 
tary aid to Turkey unless 
Ihere are signs that Turkish 
military presence on the is¬ 
land is being reduced. 


The vote by the Senate and 
House of Representatives toolf 
place despite warnings by 
Secretary of State Henry Kis¬ 
singer of possible damage to 
the U.S. position in the East¬ 
ern Mediterranean. Congress 
obviously disregarded Kis¬ 
singer’s words, feeling that 
the fact that American- 
supplied weapons, were used 
in the invasion of Cyprus de¬ 
manded some sort of punish¬ 
ment. 

So President Ford will soon 


be faced with the delicate de¬ 
cision whether to go along 
with the vote and risk an 
extremely difficult situation 
with regard to Turkey — or 
defy Congress to salvage 
something of NATO's south¬ 
ern flank, already badly sha¬ 
ken after Greece’s withdraw¬ 
al. 

Seen from this divided is¬ 
land, the situation runs the 
risk of making the United 
States the villain of both 
side*. Until recently the Turks 
regarded the American atti¬ 
tude as “positive”^while the 
Greek* heaped abuse on "Dr. 
Killinger” and the “Ugly 
Americans.” 

Western diplomats who 
have been in close contact 
with Turkish Premeir Bulent 
Kcevit fear that any pqnitive 
action may push him into ah 
attitude of intransigence on 
the Cyprus problem. Ecevit 
may have his internal politi¬ 
cal problems, hut he is still

the hero of the July invasion 
— the man who had the 
courage to lance the proverbi¬ 
al boil under Turkey’s armpit. 

There are no hawks or 
doves in Turkey Nvhere 
Cyprus is concerned. This is 
Ecevit’s strength and if he 
does call new elections — as 
promised — he is likely to 
emerge even stronger, carry¬ 
ing with him his Republican 
People’s Party. Furthermore, 
knowledgeable diplomats 
and including Americans 
point out that no amount of 
foreign pressure can force 
Turkey out of the portion of 
Cyprus it now occupies.

Now. with close to 50,000 
Turkish troops digging in to 
stay in Cyprus, Ecevit is in no 
mood to listen • to pious 
amendments voted by Ameri¬ 
can legislators, most of whom* 
have hardly heard of Cyprus. 

Consequently discussion 
now centres on the delicate 
question of Turkey’s future 
relations with the United 
States and particularly with 
NATO. Will the Ankara gov¬ 
ernment follow the footsteps 
of Athens and shatter the rem¬ 
nants of the alliance,s south¬ 
ern flank? For the time being 
ihe answer seems to be no. 
The Turks are too deeply 
committed to NATO’s struc¬ 
ture and have used Greece’s 
withdrawal to considerable 
advantage. 

Ecevit, himself a man nn 


the left of the Turkish politi¬ 
cal spectrum, has had some 
misgiving about NATO. The 
military caste, which invaria¬ 
bly has the last word in Tur¬ 
kish politics, is firmly in 
favor of NATO. Thus it seems 
logical that the Congress vote 
will not have immediate re¬ 
percussions on that front. 


WTiat it is likely to ac¬ 
complish is to make Turkey 
tougher than ever before on 
a 11 problems concerning 
Cyprus. The Greek Cypriots 
obviously have no leverage 
against the tough Turkish ex¬ 
peditionary corps. A halt of 
American arms deliveries to 
Turkey can at best be tempo¬ 
rary. In the meantime it may 
wreck the fragile — extreme¬ 
ly fragile — hope that one day 
the Turks may become gener¬ 
ous toward an enemy already 
beaten down to his knees.

Jews start to emerge 
from tunnel of gloom

Tense and haunted by the memory of a war that 
caught it unprepared,, Israel now wages a battle to 
emerge from the year-long tunnel of gloom brought 
on by a loss of confidence in its armed forces and the 
prospect of a renewed conflict. 


Bui as strength seeps back 
into its military machine, its 
leaders gain more and more 
confidence lo again start 
warning the Arabs on its own 
terms. 

Stress underlies relations 
between Israel and its Arab 
neighbors in the' year since 
Egypt and Syria launched the 
attack that for the first time 
caught Israelis completely un¬ 
aware. It has been hard to 
live it down. 

The surprise attack on Oct. 
6 started the fourth Middle 
East war in 26 years of Israeli 
statehood. In many ways it 
was the bloodiest in the na¬ 
tion’s short history. One 
hundred men died for each of 
those years. t 

TTie war plunged the pros¬ 
pering crxmfry into economic 
chaos, unprecedented gloom 


and virtual isolation from 
most of the world. It forced a 
necessity to end the stalemate 
over the return of occupied 
Arab territories that had been 
hardening since the end of the 
1967 conflict. 

Israel emerged from the 18 
days of battling with its army 
in Africa and on the dusty 
road to Damascus, a military 
victory it gave lip months 
later in exchange for the ten¬ 
tative peace wrought by U.S. 
Secretary of State Henry Kis¬ 
singer. 

Now with the prospect of 
another war haunting the 
fibre of Israeli society. Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin is ap¬ 
pealing to the Arabs for de¬ 
clarations of nonbelligerency 
as a means of reaching peace 
through stages. He said the 
maps are ready to be unrolled 
to chart new' cease-fire lines. 


Pessimism prevails 


But fully 80 per cent of the 
3.3 million Israelis, according 
to a recent newspaper poll, 
think peace cannot be at¬ 
tained even if Israel returns 
more of the territory it cap¬ 
tured from Egypt, Syria and 
Jordan in six days of June in 
1967. Seven per cent think it 
can. 

"There will never be peace 
here because, quite plainly, 
the Arabs don't want a Jewish 
state among them.” said Ben- 
yamin Nathan, 46. "If they 
ever got as far as Tel Aviv, 
they would kill everyone, and 
we know it. With hatred like 
that, how can you expect 
peace?” 

In short, Israel a year after 
a war that cost it $8 billion it 
didn’t have is a bleak picture. 

Stunned by the surprise of¬ 
fensive that proved its armed 
forces and heroes such as 
Moshe Dayan were not as in¬ 
vincible as they thought, 
Israelis sank into despair and 
nervousness which even now 
haunt them as their new lead¬ 
ers try to get the country 
back orv its feet. 

Adding to the depression 


were the attacks in the spring 
against four northern Israeli 
towns and settlements in 
which 57 persons were killed 
and 112 others wounded by 
Arab guerrillas Israel’s 
other, more shadowy enemy. 

Even Defence Minister Shi¬ 
mon Peres, a man known for 
his easy laughter, admitted 
the country was in a "melan¬ 
choly mood.” 

Complicating the road to re¬ 
covery have been external 
factors over which Israel has 
little control. 

Tourism, the major earner 
of foreign currency needed so 
desperately to buy weapons, 
dropped remarkably and is 
nowhere near the $900,000 
level predicted so confidently 
for this year before the war 
shattered hoteliers’ dreams 
and bank accounts Oct. 6. 

Immigration from the 
worldwide pool of Jews Israel 
hopes to tap so it can double 
its population to a minimum 
of six million has virtually 
halted from the West despite 
campaign trips by immigra¬ 
tion officials to North and 
South America and Europe. 


Taxed to buy arms 


To raise • money to buy 
weapons and at the same 
time try to halt a worldwide 
inflation record of 33 per cent 
in a year, Israel boosted taxes 
by nearly $1 billion and is 
thinking of slapping on an 
added value tax in the spring. 

Only the doctors who de¬ 
mand cash payment for ser¬ 
vices rendered, and refuse to 
issue a receipt, escape the 
worsening tax burden. 

The monumental task of re¬ 
building the armed forces 
began immediately after the 
war and, military sources 
said, was completed in June 
when pnew-ar strength was 
achieved. The process goefc 
on, with Israel eyeing new ad¬ 
vanced American weaponry. 

It has asked the United 
States, its chief ally and ar¬ 
morer, for $1.5 billion a year 
to help finance the purchase 


of more planes, tanks, mis¬ 
siles and guns. 

Both to warn the Arabs that 
Israel is not a defeated nation 
and to rebuild confidence at 
home, the armed forces went 
through three large-scale war 
games in Sinai and the Golan, 
the biggest exercises since the 
war. 

It held a 22-hour practice 
mobilization cf tens of thou¬ 
sands of reservists. 

Announcing that military 
strength was the backbone of 
its negotiating stance for 
peace with the Arabs, Israel 
started calling tens of thou¬ 
sands of men first rejected by 
the military to review their 
cases in a move to bolster the 
standing army and the front¬ 
lines. 

Foreign sources estimate 
the standing army at 100,000 
men and that full mobilization 
can swell it to 375,000. 


Hard lessons learned 


Tl*e theme song aired by 
military leaders since the 
summer is that Israel has 
learned the lessons of the war 
and therefore never again will 
let itseif be surprised. 

The guerrillas have been 
kep’ at bay since their last 
successful attack, by sea, at 
Naharivya June 24. 

Increased patrols along the 
Lebanese frontier, coils of 
barbed wire, floodlights, sens¬ 
ing devices and search an de¬ 
stroy incursions into Lebanon 
have dealt with the guerrilla 
threat but not eliminated it. 

And with increasing fre¬ 
quency since the war, a mark 
of renewed confidence, Israel 
has sent its warplanes into 
Lebanese skies to bomb and 
strafe suspected guerrilla con¬ 
centrations in pre-emptive 
strikes guided by a policy to 
hit the guerrillas whenever 
and wherever they can be 
found. 

Israel again as in prewar 
days, is becoming more force¬ 
ful in dealing with Egypt and 
Syria. Again it seeks to bar¬ 
gain from a position of 
strength and not by the dic¬ 
tates of Washington. 

Rabin already has said 
there will be no more shuttle 
diplomacy of the kind that 
brought about the Kissinger- 


devised troop disengagement 
agreements in the sands of 
Sinai and pliteau of Golan. 
And again Israel is warning 
the Arabs not to try anything. 

Israel’s policy toward 
Egypl is one of agreeing to 
make further withrrawals in 
Sinai but not without some¬ 
thing in return, including the 
right of Israeii ships to sail 
through the Suez Canal once 
it is reopened. 

It lias rejected King Hus¬ 
sein’s bid for a disengagement 
process along the Jordan 
River, arguing that Israeli 
and Jordanian troops do not 
face each other directly and 
thus there is no need for a 
separation of forces. 

Israel has said it wants a 
full agreement from Jordan 
with regard lo the occupied 
West Bank, an agreement 
that would include the Pales- 
t ; nian issue. It does not want 
to negotiate with the Palestine 
Liberation Organization. 

As for Syria, w’hich Israel 
repeatedly has accused of vio¬ 
lating the disengagement 
pact, Rabin said he is willing 
to work out an interim agree¬ 
ment with Damascus as well. 

Nevertheless, the man in 
the street expects to fight 
afcain.

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Television helps 
to breed 
mass illiteracy 

By CECIL POUTER, from London 

Two million people in Britain live in a shadow world, 
they arc either totally illiterate—it is estimated tlvat 7.000 
children leave school every year unable to read or write — or 
.they are barely literate. Whether adults or an estimated 12 
per cent of 15-year-olds, they are destined to go through life 
stumbling over simple sentences, for they cannot read or 
write as well as the average nine-year-old. 

It means that they take newspapers to look at the pic¬ 
tures. They find It beyond them to fill out a form, to study job 
lists at employment exchanges or to send a postcard when on 
holiday. The headline over tills article would be beyond them, 
for they haven’t got past "the cat sat on the mat” stage. 

Now after a year of research the BBC is planning a 
three-year television project to teach adult illiterates to.read. 
There will be 10-minute look-and-learn programs, short, 
snappy and tuneful, using cartoon characters and catchy jin- 
files. , 

Donald Gratton, controller of BBC educational broadcast¬ 
ing, said the program will save adults the embarrassment 
ihey may feel in seeking out a class. /‘We intend to start at 
the very beginning, assuming no literacy at all”, he said. 

Many illiterates and near-illiterates realize their handi¬ 
cap. One literacy class tutor said; "The inability to read or 
write is a secret which most adults want to keep hidden from 
their friends and workmates. W’e even have a couple of 
housewives on our books wanting to learn to read as quickly 
as possible bef ;re their husbands find out alxnit their inabili¬ 
ty. 

"A lot of our students are young parents with children 
just starting to read. They don’t like being overtaken by their 
children. The majority of our pupils are young men seeking 
promotion at work, who find they cannot do so unless they 
can keep a worksheet and make records". 

Many adult illitei-ates are good at concealing their inabili¬ 
ty. If they are asked to fill out a form they will take it away 
and get someone else to do it. But the worst thing that can 
happen to a workman unable t» read is to be f Hind out and 
sacked or to be promoted. 

A1 the other end of the scale there is a north country 
millionaire wtr> is illiterate. His wife acts as his secretary, 
but the strain of having to pretend that he can read and write 
once brought him near a nervous breakdown. 

One alarming aspect of adult illiteracy was found in 1972 
In a survey conducted by the National Association for Reme¬ 
dial Education. Seventy per cent of adult non-readers ques¬ 
tioned had left school within the last five years. Paul Wld- 
lake, editor of Remedial Education, commented: "We found 
that most of these people had developed an aversion to school, 
early on, and were adept at avoiding reading situations. They 
live now' in a twilight world. They suffer from ao ultimate 
lack of social status. They feel the shame of It deeply in a lit¬ 
erate society." t 

But why the near-illiteracy? Most of the backward 
readers in school are not backward because they lack in¬ 
telligence but because they are not using their innate ability 
tj the full. The full use of intelligence depends on security, 
stability and tranquillity of mind. Anything which disrupts 
these conditions, teachers .and social workers find, tends to 
produce backwardness in reading. 

, So insecure lumes. nagging, over - anxious parents, 
illnesses, frequent changes of school, frequent changes of 
teachers, mothers at work, broken homes, the increasing 
climate of social malaise and violence instantly reflected in 
the media — all these factors play a part. 

Many children before the war graw up in un»ettled "un¬ 
derprivileged" homes yet Became perfectly literate; why the 
difference todav? One powerful reason is that TV is helping to 
breed thousands of children who may never be able to read 
properly. Already many youngsters of II are being found to 
have reading ages less than those of six-year-olds. 

They are backward because of a bookless home environ¬ 
ment dominated entirely by TV. radio and pjp records. 
Professor Ian Hunter, head of psychology at Keele University, 
said a group of children being helped by one of his graduate 
students suffered no impairment of intelligence but came 
from homes in which there was little or no reading matter. 

"Almost all the communication in which these children 
are involved is oral, gestural and pictorial and their knowl¬ 
edge of a large world comes from TV, radio, records and 
hearsay", he said. "In this world, reading is mainly encoun¬ 
tered as a chore during school reading lessons." 

Some parents believe that "go-as-you-please" methods 
wliicfi allow children to find out how to read "in their own 
good time" keep children back. Even the elaborate equip¬ 
ment and gadgetry of the new "luxury” school may divert at¬ 
tention from the serious business of learning to read and 
write properly. In a recent survey of 500 seven-year-olds in 
l^ondon schools, the besi readers were those taught by "firm¬ 
ly organized" teaching rather than by "do your own thing" 
methods.

On the Arab scene, Egypt is 
striving for a solid Arab front 
but has been caught in the 
middle of the perennial feud 
between Jordan and the Pal¬ 
estine Liberation Organization 
(PLO). 

Domestically, the twin tasks 
prescribed by Sadat are un¬ 
derway with the attendant dif¬ 
ficulty of how to make ends 
meet despite erternal aid. 

Difficulties aside, Egyptians 
continue to revel in the "vic¬ 
tory” their forces achieved 
when they crossed the Suez 
Canal Oct. 6, destroyed the 
so-called Bar Lev line of 
Israeli fortifications, ad¬ 
vanced about 10 miles in Sinai 
and held their ground. 


Humiliation erased 


The October performance 
by Egyptian forces wiped out 
more than six years of humili¬ 
ation brought on by the mili¬ 
tary trouncing Egypt received 
at Israel’s hands in the 1967 
war. 

The 1973 battle generated a 
momentum for peace which 
never existed before. The 
United States took the initia¬ 
tive and Sadat responded im¬ 
mediately to what he termed 
a shift in American policy to¬ 
ward balance between Arab 
and Israeli instead of the old 
"blind bias for Israel.” 

U.S. Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger, who 
successfully engineered mili¬ 
tary disengagement between 
Israel, Egypt and Syria, is 
currently encaged in efforts 
for further moves toward a 
peace settlement. 

The next move, in the opin¬ 
ion of diplomatic circles here, 
is more likely to be a further 


partial Israeli troop with¬ 
drawal in Sinai than a mili¬ 
tary disengagement on the 
Jordanian-Israeli front. 

The Jordan-PLO rift on who 
represents the Palestinians, 
Egypt’s latest move in ac¬ 
knowledging the PLO as 
"sole” representative, Jor¬ 
dans angry reaction in freez¬ 
ing its role in peace efforts 
and threatening to wash its 
hands of the crisis altogether 

. all these factors have com¬ 
bined to make a troop separa¬ 
tion agreement on the Jor¬ 
danian-Israeli front unlikely 
at this stage. 

Kissinger is due in the Mid¬ 
dle East this coming week to 
see what can be done. Arab 
heads of state are scheduled 
to meet at Rabat Oct. 26 in 
an attempt to heal inter-Arab 
breaches and forge a United 
front to prepare for the re¬ 
sumption of peace talks with 
Israel at Geneva. 


Sides still far apart

The first round at Geneva 
last December merely helped 
lo stabilize the Arab-Israeli 
ceasefire. The two sides have 
yet to sit together and get 
down to negotiating the sub¬ 
stance of a settlement. 

Egyptian diplomats do not 
expect the Geneva talks to 
resume before the second half 
of December. 

Sadal. who will be 56 next 
December, is optimistic bul 
he has never lost sight of the 
liossibility of renewed hostili¬ 
ties. 

His optimism is reflected in 
his intention to reopen the 
Suez Canal next spring after 
current clearance work ends, 
in ambitious reconstruction 
plans for the war-shattered 
cities of the canal zone and 
other areas, in economic dev¬ 
elopment projects envisaging 
foreign capital participation 
under liberalized investment 
terms and in a general relax¬ 
ation of restrictions which 
muzzled freedom of expres¬ 
sion. 

Canal clearance is at an ad¬ 
vanced stage, and a modest 
start has been made on recon¬ 
struction at Suez. Ismailia 
and Port Said. But economic 
development has not yet got 
off I he ground. 

By far the greatesl dif¬ 
ficulty is the availability of 
funds, both local and hard 
c urrency. Since the end of the 
October war. Egypl has been 
given or pledged a total of 
nearly $2 billion in grants and 
loans by Artb and other 
foreign countries including 
Japan, Iran. West Germany 
and the United States. 

Much more is needed. Re¬ 
construction Minister Osman 
estimates he will need about 
$6 billion over the next five 
years for reconstruction 
alone. 

Military spending, which 
accounts for more than half 
the national budget of aboul 
$5 billion, musl be maintained 
at its present level and may 
even have to he increased as 
Egypl seeks arms fdr cash 
outside the Soviet bloc. 

The Soviet Union. Egypt’s 
principal arms supplier since 
1955, has made things difficult 
by withholding deliveries 
since the October war. This 
forced Sadat to decide last 
spring to "diversify” his ar¬ 
mament sources. 

He said in August that new 
warplanes from the West 
were "on the way” to Egypt 
through friendly Arab coun¬ 
tries including Saudi 1 Arabia. 
With Franco’s lifting of its 
embargo o.i arms to the Mid- ! 
die Easl, Egypt can be ex¬ 
pected to shop for arms in 
Paris. 

Egypt’s military leaders 
are conducting themselves on 


the premise that there will he 
another war with Israel and 
are pushing preparations 
without letup. 

"The coming battle will be 
fought with different weapons 
and different tactics." War 
Minister Marshal Ahmed hs- 
mai* said in a Kuwaiti news¬ 
paper interview. "We are 
training in new methods to he 
used in a new war."

Doubt plagues 
Kissinger’s 
Mideast mission

- Henry Kissinger will shortly be setting off on another of 
his celebrated trips of whirlwind diplomacy in the Middle 
East. But the question is being asked whether Kissinger now 
has lost his touch as a man capable of working apparent mir¬ 
acles of peace-making. His new mission will therefore be 
plagued with doubts. 

The aura surrounding the dynamic U.S. secretary of stale 
has been seriously tarnished as a result of his alleged failure 
to halt the Cyjirus conflict, the charges levelled against him 
of complicity in the 1973 downfall of Chile’s left wing gjvero- 
ment and skepticism lb the United States over his policy of 
detente with Russia. 

Congressional rebellions against Kissinger’s policies are 
becoming more frequent. And it is also suggested that recent 
lough talk by Washington about the oil crisis and about the 
upsetting impact on western economies of currency move¬ 
ments involving portions of the huge Arab oil revenues has 
undermined the ties carefully woven by the secretary be¬ 
tween the U.S. and the Arabs earlier this year. 


Thus Kissinger’s trip will begin this coming week under a 
cloud, with the outlook worsened by reported Israeli dissatis¬ 
faction over U.S. proposals for international inspection of 
U.S. equipped nudlear plants in both Israel and Egypt if 
Washington's promise of atomic reactors to the latter is ful¬ 
filled. 

The Israelis are well advanced in their nuclear techno¬ 
logy and would have much more to lose from inspection than 
would the Egyptians with their fledgling projects. But the 
Israeli apprehension on this score hasn’t discouraged inten¬ 
sive diplomatic manoeuvring in the last days prior to the 
next Kissinger expedition. 

For instance, Paris observers suggest that the controver¬ 
sial offer by Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabm to surrender part 
f die Israeli occupied West Bank ol die Jordan River may 
be partly aimed to please the U.S. as well as tempt King Hus. 
sein of Jordan. 


The Paris interpretation is that the Israelis are being 
pressured by Washington into such concessions as the neces¬ 
sary price for continued military and economic aid from the 

U.S. 

The Americans also may be trying to soften the Israelis 
with talk of a U.S. veto against Unite'd Nations recognition of 
ihe Palestine Liberation Organization (PLO). 

Rabin’s words about concessions are currently being 
coupled with grim warnings from him that any Egyptian or 
Syrian use of missiles against Israeli population centres 
would sel off retaliation by Israel against Arab cities. 

Thus Kissinger will be journeying into a part of the world 
which remains decidedly tense when he renews his efforts to 
produce a lasting j>eace in the Middle East.'

The brief that was recently submitted to Finance Min¬ 
ister Turner and his gnomes in Ottawa by the Investment 
Dealers Association of Canada bears close inspection. For in 
it are some items that may crop up in next month’s budget. 

The IDA submission had three main items: a $1,000 net 
dividend jncome exemption as is currently proposed for inter¬ 
est payments; a more liberal capital loss clause and a 
Canada investment plan. 

The delegation came away with a feeling that there may 
be hope for the first two next month. The investment plan 
may not make it but could be part of a tax reform in the 
near future. 

It's that third item that is most intriguing. It haj-been 
tried on before in Ottawa but was discarded prior to the 1972 
tax reform bill. 

And there’s no guarantee that it will win quick approval 
this time. However, steering the plan along is a gent who 
is a proven performer among the mandarins in the upper 
level of federal cWil service. 

The investment dealers of this country went to some 
lengths to hire Andrew Kniewasser two years ago as their 
full-time president. He has trod hallways in Ottawa since 
1949, rising to the assistant deputy minister level and includ¬ 
ing a time out to be general manager of Expo 67. 

The thrust of the delegation’s argument settles on the 
fact that Canadian industry is badly in need of a big inflow of 
equity capital — from Canadians. They point out too that 
other countries are having similar problems and we can 
no longer count on U.S. investment in Canada to keep the 
wheels rolling as they have dorte only too well. 

In order to attract more investment and investors, the 
brief proposes to give some incentive in the field of taxation. 
They feel that it is not enough that our income tax returns 
now only include limited dividend tax credit. 


The Canadian Investment Plan could be viewed, the 
investment men feej, much in the manner that Registered 
Retirement Savings Plans are by the revenue department. 
Participation, within limits, would mean deductions. 

Participants would be required to buy qualified invest¬ 
ments only and to a limit of $5,000 per year and a lifetime 
aggregate limit of $50,000 to make sure that only those in the 
higher-income brackets would gain the major benefit. One 
would be able to deduct the whole $5,000 each year. 

Investments that would comprise the qualified list include 
stock exchange securities, all federal, provincial and munici¬ 
pal securities, mutual funds, bonds, debentures or similar 
obligatidns of a company. The brief states that later on over- 
the-counter issues could be included. 

Under proposed tax treatment, the taxpayer would bo 
allowed to deduct from income of the year the cost of any 
qualified investments registered with the plan in the year, up 
to the cumulative limit.’ 

The Income from interest or divrdends received would-be 
included in the taxpayer's income for the year, whether or 
not they were distributed from investment funds or re-invest¬ 
ed. 

There would be no tax on capital gains made on the 
changes among qualified investments within the plan while 
they were uiehin the plan, so long as the money from one 
investment was re-invested in a short time. 

If the money was not re-invested within the specified 
period, the taxpayer would have to add the lesser of the gross 
coct of the original investment of his income for the year or 
the amount of the* proceeds. Any capital gain or loss on the 
ultimate disposition would be reported ordinarily as a capital 
gain or loss. 

One important feature of the plan is that in order to qual¬ 
ify, the investment would have to represent new securities 
purchases. Existing holdings could not be moved into the tax 
shelter. 

A major difference between the plan and RRSPs is that 
interest or dividends income could be received and taxed in 
the ordinary way in the year it is earned. 

The IDA proposes that there would have to be a form of 
registration and this could be easily be handled by a chartered 
bank, trust company, insurance company or any firm li¬ 
cenced as an investment dealer or broker-dealer. 

They have added a rule that would require those handling 
such accounts for clients be required to provide all the neces¬ 
sary information for proper taxation.

Jump purse slim indeed 


Evel’s cheque symbolic

NEW YORK — Back in the 
days before Evel Knievel 
tried to jump the Snake River 
Canyon, he and his promoters 
tossed a lot of figures around. 

Closed circuit TV would 
gross $26 million to $32 mil¬ 
lion they predicted. Knievel, 
they said, would get a mini¬ 
mum of $6 million — guaran¬ 
teed. Knievel even got? a $6 
million cheque at a press con¬ 
ference to prove it and, a 
month or so later, was telling 
interviewers he h§d hplf of 
the money in the bank. 

But the figures are proving 
■to be as big a flop as the 
jump itself. There was no 
guarantee, there was no $32 


million, and not $26 million ei¬ 
ther. Closed-circuit television 
grossed only $4 million, Knie- 
vel’s promoter Robert Arum 
said, and Knievel’s cut is 
roughly a quarter of that — 
barely enough to cover his ex¬ 
penses at the launch site. 

That's not to say that Knife- 
vel is a pauper;’ he is not. A 
spokesman for Marvin Glass 
and Associates, the Chicago 
firm in charge of licensing 
Knievel’s name and likeness 
on a score of toys, radios, 
clocks, sweatshirts, posters, 
etc;., say they expect sales to 
gross $100 million through the 
Christmas season. 

Knievel's cut of that, the 
sjiokesman said, will be about 
$2.5 million. 


But things hardly match the 
blue-sky predictions before 
the jump. “We had a profit,“ 
said Arum, president of Top 
Rank Inc., “but it didn’t 
make us the millionaires we 
had hoped to become." 

Arum conceded that the $6 
million cheque paid to.Knievel 
at a press conference in New 
York City was a fraud. “I 
admit it was fiction,” he said. 
“The cheque was symbolic. It 
was never certified. 

“Certainly, in no way did 
Top Rank have funds in the 
hank to cover that cheque. It 
was j>art of tjie sell. Still, I 
lielieve he'll do over $6 mil¬ 
lion. He’s not hurling.” 

Knievel could not be 
reached at his home in Butte, 


Mont., but several sources 
close to him said that the cost 
of his Sky Cycle, - launch 
ramp, helicopters. leased 
Lear jet, concession stands 
and facilities at the launch 
site could run anywhere from 
$500,000 to $750,000. Paid at¬ 
tendance at the site ($25 a 
ticket) has been estimated at 
between 5,000 and 15,000.

MONTREAL (CP) - Moshe 
Safdie, the Israeli-born whiz- 
kid who dazzled the world 
with Habitat at Expo 67, has 
donned a pair of snow-shoes to 
revitalize architecture in the 
land of the midnight sun. 

At age 22, when most archi¬ 
tects still are green, Safdie 
developed his thesis that be¬ 
came the basis of the Habitat 
modular building system, a 
revolutionary approach to 
urban housing and a mini-ex¬ 
ample of the three-dimen¬ 
sional city. 

Now, at age 36, the Mon¬ 
treal -/based Safdie hopes to 
develop a style of housing 
which will turn Arctic com¬ 
munities “that look like con¬ 
struction camps” to esthe- 
■tically-pleasing environments 
that southerners will not be in 
such a hurry to leave. 

Safdie has been commis¬ 
sioned by the Northwest Ter¬ 
ritories government do design 
81 housing units for govern¬ 
ment personnel and 60 units 
for natives in Frobisher Bay 
on Baffin Lsland. 

Units clustered 

His plans are still in- 
crmnlete. but in an interview 
Safdie said he expects the out¬ 
come will be clusters of inter¬ 
connecting units co-ordinated 
with the contours of the land¬ 
scape. 

“Before, all that was built 
in the North were matchboxes 
on a flat gravel pad,” he said. 
Slopes will not be avoided in 
Safdie’s project. 

While the units wall be inter¬ 
connecting, Safdie does not 
want a project that will'give 
inhabitants the impression of 
all being under the same roof. 

“In the American air bases 
where self-contained commu¬ 
nities were built under one 
roof, the atmosphere was 
depressing,” he said. “You 
degeneraie in a place like 
that.” 

Walkways connecting 
various units will be largely 
, constructed of glass. 

He said he saw’ in the North 
a comoletelv metal pedestrian 
! tube that people refused to 
use.

Large, central living areas, 
with rooms of adjustable size 
branching off them — an ex¬ 
tension of the igloo philosophy 
of one, large living room — 
many be included in some of 
the family units. 

The totality of Safdie’s proj¬ 
ect must create an at¬ 
mosphere of permanency, he 
said. Too many northern com¬ 
munities, built haphazardly 
look temporary and make it 
difficult for new residents to 
w ant to live there indefinitely. 

Because of the short sum¬ 
mer season for construction in 
the North, Safdie wants his 
housing project to be of a pre¬ 
fabricated nab ire. 

He expects the units to be 
assembled in Frobisher Bay 
next July. Similar housing 
projects across the North 
might follow, he said. 

If Safdie could have his own 
way, he would he building 
complete towns and cities, not 
just housing projects.

Lure of politics sways old pro 


Roy Wootten, a Saanich 
councillor from 1951 to 1954. 
will return to the political 
fray to seek an alderman’s 
seat in the Nov. 16 municipal 
election this year. 

Wooten, 61, retired Sept. 1 
after serving the municipality 
for 34 years in various capaci¬ 
ties. 

He started with the fire de¬ 
partment, switched to the 
(building and plumbing depart¬ 
ments and, for the past 19 
years, was licence and busi¬ 


ness tax collector and co-or- 
dinator of special events. 

While a councillor and 
chairman of the health com¬ 
mittee, he negotiated with the 
provincial government to 
bring bedside nursing service 
into Saanich. During this time 
he was business manager for 
Vancouver Island Civic Coun¬ 
cil, an organization which re¬ 
presented all civic employees. 
They now are represented by 
the Canadian Union of FViblic 
Employees. 


The bedside nursing plan 
made it possible for Saanich 
residents to receive nursing 
services at home free of 
charge. The annual cost to the 
taxpayer was 10 cents per ca¬ 
pita, Wooten said. The service 
was taken over by the metro¬ 
politan board of health last 
year. 

Wodtten claimed his munici¬ 
pal experience would be an 
asset on council. “It takes a 
newly-elected alderman about 
two years to become cog-

nizant of the operations of the 
municipality,” he said. He 
also thinks the northwest part 
of Saanich, where he lives at 
635 Brookleigh, needs repre¬ 
sentation on council. Most 
council members live in, the 
eastern portion, he said. 

Because he is retired, Woot¬ 
ten said, he could take the 
time required to carry out all 
the duties of a Saanich aider- 
man. 

“And from my experience,” 
he added, "I’m aware that to

‘Slow lo pay up ’ 

Ferry suppliers 
upset with B.C.

Two Greater Victoria sup¬ 
pliers to B.C. ferries have 
complained to Conservative 
MLA Hugh Curtis about tardy 
payment by the provincial 
government. 

Curtis said he thinks this 
was only the tip of the iceberg 
because one of the suppliers 
was told by an unidentified 
employee of the government 
that he would “add your 
name to a very long list of 
unhappy suppliers who have 
the same complaint.” 

“I frankly think the time 
has come to ask publicly what 
is going on. We can’t charge 
our ferry fares or our meals 
on the ferries but apparently 
the government operates 
under different rules.” 

“There’s something serious¬ 
ly wrong with the handling of 
accounts payable in the gov¬ 
ernment,” Curtis added. “It 
seems to me it’s just another 
case of indifference toward 
business.” 

He Wid he didn’t think it 
was the fault of B.C. Ferries 
management because he 
talked to general manager 
Charles Gallagher who told 
him accounts are approved 
for payment and forwarded to 
the government. 

“It appears.” Curtis* ex¬ 


plained, "that ferry manage¬ 
ment received the statements, 
checked them, approved them 
and forwarded them for pay¬ 
ment. The problem seems to 
be in the treasury depart¬ 
ment.” 

The suppliers, who Curtis 
said asked not to be named, 
“because both are rather 
fearful of retaliation, a sad 
commentary on the way the 
government operates right 
now,” are owed about $30,000 
to $40,000 each dating back to 
June and July. 

“They can’t charge the gov¬ 
ernment interest, yet for them 
it means getting involved with 
bank overdrafts at an interest 
rate of 12 or 13 per cent,” 
Curtis said. 

For firms with a low level 
of net profit, such a situation 
is insupportable, the MLA 
said. 

“I think it must be working 
a very real hardship on a 
number of firms. Just let .a 
firm be that far behind in 
paying the provincial 5 per 
cent sales tax and see what 
happens.” 

The suppliers told Curtis 
that payment has been .slow 
before but the situation is get¬ 
ting worse. In comparison, he 
added, he was told that pay¬ 
ment by the federal govern¬ 
ment is “reasonably prpmpt.”

Hickie bought the home for

purchased it for $14,000, ac¬ 
cording to Hickie. 

After the plumbing burst, 
Shubrook agreed to take off 
three monthly payments, and 
Hickie, a construction worker, 
continued with the alterations 
he had planned for his dream 
home. 

But then about two weeks 
ago he discovered old wiring 
buried Sn a bedroom wall. He 
called the fire marshal. 

The fire marshal called a 
building inspector, who called 
plumbing and electrical in¬ 
spectors. 

“Seventeen people have 
walked through this house and 
they’ve all condemned it,” 
Hickie’s wife Georgina said. 

And Saanich has no records 
of permits issued for renova¬ 
tions to the house, which Shu¬ 
brook told Hickie had been 
done. 

A new furnace has been in¬ 
stalled (Hickie is paying Shu¬ 
brook $16 a month on the 
$2,000 unit, and there is 
a patch in the bedroom floor 
where carpet has been laid di¬ 
rectly over the new furnace 
pipes) but there are no 
records of who installed it. 

Shubrook told Hickie of the 
name of the comnany which 
installed the furnace. But 
when Hickie called the com¬ 
pany. and a man came he 
said it had been improperly 
installed and denied that his 
company had done it.

TORONTO — B.C. Lions re¬ 
ceived a boost Saturday when 
Toronto Argonauts upset Ed¬ 
monton Eskimos.

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Science not 
cure-all 
in medicine 


Science alone can't cure 
human illness, according to 
the Victoria doctor who is 
president of the Canadian Col¬ 
lege of Family Physicians. 

Medical care in Canada is 
improving. Dr. Arthur Mac* 
gregor said on the weekend, 
as specialists and family doc¬ 
tors recognize there has been 
too much stress on the scien¬ 
tific approach to patient 
illness. 

Macgrogor, 41, was elected 
last month in Winnipeg as 
president of the 500-member 
college. 

The mental state and social 
position of a patient affects 
that person’s susceptibility, to 
sickness and the length of 
lime needed to cure the riis-* 
rase, he said. 

Family doctors, as general 
practitioners now prefer to 
call themselves, treat the 
whole person in the context of 
their environment. while 
many specialists deal only 
with the particular organ or 
part of the body that ’they 
have been trained in treating. 

The college, started JO 
years ago to improve training 
f_>r family physicians and to 
encourage nwre interest in 
family medicine among the 
medical profession, is trying 
t.-> convince universities and 
hospitals' to combine the sci¬ 
entific and "personal, human 
side" of medical care. Mac¬ 
gregor said 

There is "a rebirth in the 
art of medicine, as opposed to 
the science of medicine,” he 
said. 

Rut. he added, medical care 
in the United States is still 
science-and-specialist orient¬ 
ed. and through U.S. televi¬ 
sion shows. Canadians are 
being given a wrong impres¬ 
sion about their health ser¬ 
vices. 

"People watch American 
television End think it’s rele¬ 
vant to Canada." Macgregor 
complained.

Tlie United State*, where in 
eastern metropolitan areas 
"there are almost no family 
doctors." is suffering from 
the same trend that gave rise 
»n the college in the early 
1050s. 

At that time, few students 
entering medical schools 
expressed an interest in gen¬ 
eral practice as a cah?er. 
Now. more than half of medi¬ 
cal school graduates are fami¬ 
ly doctors. Macgregor said. 

Most people, he sain, can be 
treated by a family doctor 
without hospital treatment.

“We’re not. downgrading 
hospital training, we’re just 
saying it isn’t enough on its 
own.” 

“The college's whole raison 
d’etre is improving training 
for family doctors,” Macgre- 
gor said.

Macgregor, who practises 
in Victoria, argued that while 
there are some weaknesses in 
the fee-for-service system, 
none of the proposed alterna¬ 
tives would work. 

’ "Doctors don’t feel salaries 
would l>e the best way to j>ay 
us for the kind of work wr do. 
It's a matter of incentives and 
productivity," hr claimed.

Macgregor, elected to the 
college presidency last month, 
said Canada should train mare 
doctors and added there is no 
bigger myth than the belief 
ihat the medical profession 
restricts medical school ad¬ 
missions to keep its fee sched¬ 
ule high. 

Admissions to medical fa¬ 
culties depend on the will¬ 
ingness of the provincial gov¬ 
ernment to finance more 
training programs and the 
ability of universities to train 
more medical students, he 
said. 

Ihe B.C. medical profession 
has been encouraging the 
province to increase the 
number of students in medical 
school. Macgregor said. 

lUie medical faculty at the 


University of British Colum¬ 
bia was established in 1950 
and never given the facilities 
to graduate more than 60 doc¬ 
tors a year, he said. 

However, the government is 
Increasing the* number-of stu-„ 
dents in medical school, he 
said, and the college is en¬ 
couraged about some of the 
things "this government, has 
said about health care." 

Canada is now robbing 
other countries of their doc¬ 
tors because it trains only 
about half the doctors admit¬ 
ted to practice each year, 
Macgregor charged. The rest, 
about 1.200. are immigrants. 

Canada is a "parasite rob¬ 
bing poor nations.” he said, 
said. 

Macgregor said there is a 
shortage of doctors in rural 
areas and some urban centres 
have doctor-shortages as well. 

"People want to live where 
the amenities are,” he said, 
adding there is merit in 
schemes committing doctors 
leaving medical school to 


practise in rural areas for a 
certain period of time. 
However, doctors involved 


in such programs should he 
well paid and, not become 
"slave labor,” he said.

HOBART, Tasmania — 
Driving down the beautiful, 
winding east coast of this is¬ 
land state of the Australian 
commonwealth, I felt a mo¬ 
toring freedom unknown for 
years. 

Open roads, clear mountain 
air, fresh sea breezes, and un¬ 
cluttered small towns charac¬ 
terize this shield-shaped is¬ 
land. And there is plenty of 
gasoline. Australia famishes 
80 per cent of its own needs 
and imports the rest from 
nearby Indonesia. 

As in other parts of this 190- 
mile-wide island, the road 
connecting the seaside resorts 
from St. Helens to Orford is 
newly surfaced. It offers a va¬ 
riety of scenery that even the 
driver could enjoy because of 
the scarcity of traffic. 

Most of the wide sandy 
beaches along this coast are 
deserted and there are dozens 
of secluded coves with small 
crescent beaches along the 
road waiting to be claimed by 
the visitor. 

The most spectacular sec¬ 
tion of the east coast, along 
the Freycinet Peninsula, con¬ 
sists of red granite cliffs ris¬ 
ing 2,000 feet out of the sea. 
Snow white sandy beaches lie 
below Ihem. 

Heading for the Tasman 
Pemnsulk and Port Arthur. I 
passed Maria Island (a wild¬ 
life sanctuary) off Orford. 
Port Arthur and Maria Island 
were penal colonies described 
in literature of the day as 
"the end of tae world.” Tas¬ 
mania was then known as 
Van Dieman’s Land. When 
the convict camns closed in 
1877, the settlers ^h-m^ed the 
name to honor Abel Janzoon 
Tasman, the discoverer of the 
island. 

The remoten^'s that recom¬ 
mended Van Dieman's Land 
as a penal colonv now is 
prized as an off-t^e-beaten- 
path tourist attraction.

mains, traces of Tasmania’s 
lost race — the aborigines — 
are hard to find. In the far 
northwest comer of the island 
aboriginal rock carvings dat¬ 
ing from the Ice Age can be 
seen in caves overhanging 
the beach at Marnawah. 

The tragic end of the ab¬ 
origines is graphically dis¬ 
played in the Hobart Museum. 

In 1830, after a 26-year strug¬ 
gle between the settlers and 
the natives, only about 100 ab¬ 
origines were left, they w-ere 
settled on Flinders Island 
where their numbers gradual¬ 
ly dwindled until the last one, 
Queen Truganini, died in 1876. 

Although long an Australian 
playground. Tasmania was 
only recently ready for inter¬ 
national tourism. New motels 
and resorts now are open, and 
' a fly-drive system has been 
organized. 

It offers die traveller flexi¬ 
bility by arranging for the 
next night's lodging at the 
previous motel. If plans are 
changed during the day, the 
traveller can make the new 
arrangements by phone. Most 
fly-drive tours operate out of 
Hobart, which has frequent 
TAA and Ansett airline con¬ 
nections with Melbourne. 

The basic price of a two- 
week package tour of Tas¬ 
mania from the West Coast of ' 
the U.S. is 51,175. This in- i 
eludes air tare. 14 nirtits ac- , 
commodations. and rental car 
with unlimited mileage. 

Not included are meals, 
cost of gasoline, and extras 
such as possible bus sight-see¬ 
ing tours or trip extensions to 
Fiji and Tahiti. 

This is quite a bargain 
when you figure that the cost 
of the rouhd-trip air fare 
alone from the West Coast is 
nearly $1,300. 

Motorists travelling through 
this Scotland-sized island, will 
cross numerous mountain 
passes which afford spectacu¬ 
lar view's. Tasmania is a 
series of hills and mountains 
rising higher in the western 
half. iMt. Ossa is the highest 
mountain at 5,305 feet.)

Fan American World Air¬ 
ways has joined with the 
Royal Viking Line to link up 
with world cruises through 
the Soutli Seas and the Orient.

The kindest word 
from passengers about the 
cuisine, usually the highlight 
of cruise ships, is “undistin¬ 
guished.” , 

One passenger recom¬ 
mends: “Try to get a table in 
the Odessa Restaurant — a 
deck higher than the Crimea 
Restaurant — and ask to sit 


in the centre of the room, 
where the service is best." It 
might help to make your table 
reservation when you book in¬ 
stead of waiting until going 
aboard as is the custom on 
most ships. 

The Russians have hired 
Bob Smith, a veteran cruise 
director from the Holland 
America Line, to Americanize 
their cruises. So far he has 
been only partially successful. 
More of the staff now is being 
taught English, and Broad¬ 
way entertainers with Ameri¬ 
can orchestras are being 
brought aboard.

HONG KONG - In the 13th 
century, the intrepid Italian 
explorer Marco Polo in¬ 
troduced noodles and difmp- 
lings to the West and reported 
that China was a very big 
country that was also very 
rich and possessed a very 
large population. 

In 1974, somewhat less in¬ 
trepid. China watchers, while 
enjoying those Chinese noodle 
delicacies in their original 
form, can authoritatively re¬ 
port that China is very big, 
not so rich, and has a very 
large population indeed. 

Any accurate assessment of 
the number of persons living 
in the world’s most populous 
country is flatly impossible. 
Depending on official Chinese 
figures released at various 
times, outsiders can with cer¬ 
tainty say only that China’s 
population is more than 700 
million and, probably, not 
more than one billion. Even 
by Chinese standards, a dif¬ 
ference at 300 million persons 
is substantial. 

The generally accepted 
working figure, around 800 
million, is just that — no 
more than a convenient and 
probably erroneous estimate. 

The fundamental reason for 
confusion is clear: The auth¬ 
orities in Peking themselves 
have no definite idea of how 
many Chinese there are. 
Moreover, it appears that the 
authorities don’t want outsid¬ 
ers to know, and "state se¬ 
crets" have a way of becom¬ 
ing public property nowadays, 
even in the most closely 
guarded societies. 

The result is a charming 
vagueness in public state¬ 
ments on China’s population. 
That vagueness derives not 
only from secretiveness, but 
also from a lack of precision 
about figures — characteristic 
of a nation whose attitude to¬ 
ward exact measurements is 
expressed by the national 
catchphrase heard in every 
conversation: Cha boo daw — 
just about. 

The latest official statement 
on the Chinese population was 
presented at the UN World 
Population Conference in Bu¬ 
charest last month. 

Outwardly, it appears spe¬ 
cific and precise. 

"Since ihe founding of the 


People’s Republic <<M1949), 
China’s population has in¬ 
creased nearly 60 per cept 
from about 500 million to 
nearly 800 million,’’ the. state¬ 
ment said. This means a rate 
of increase of 2 per cent a 
year. 

But even the most recent of¬ 
ficial statements do not bear 
out that figure. Take the fol¬ 
lowing example: 

• August, 1973, Vice Pre¬ 
mier. ]U Hs$in-nien to a Japa¬ 
nese delegation: "Not less 
than 760 million.” 

• July, 1972: The Com¬ 
munist Party’s official news¬ 
paper, Peking People’s Daily, 
writing on economic prob¬ 
lems: “750 million." 

• April, 1972, Premier 
Chou En-Lai to publicist Felix 
Greene: "Some say a little 
more than 700 million. Others, 
close to 800 million. We tend 
to think it’s little more than 
700 million, but not close to 


800 million." (Passage trans¬ 
lated from. Chinese.) 

• December, 1971, the 
People's Daily from sources 
in the Ministry of Foodstuffs: 
"800 million.’’ 

• November, 1971, Vij:e 
Premier Li in connection with 
purchasing grain abroad: 
"830 million.’’ Vice Premier 
Li’s figuges thus show a de¬ 
crease of about 70 million in 
20 months. 

Either China has a popula- 
"Ubn that expands 'and con¬ 
tracts like an accordion or 
her senior officials and her 
authoritative publications 
base their estimates on their 
needs — higher when justify¬ 
ing grain purchases abroad, 
lower when discussing pros¬ 
pects for economic progress. 

Chairman Mao Tse-tung 
himself expressed great skep¬ 
ticism regarding China’s sta¬ 
tistics. While refusing to ad¬ 
vance an exact figure for pop¬ 


ulation when questioned by 
his old friend Edgar Snow in 
19 7 0: “Before liberation 
(1949), they (the peasants) 
had hidden the birth of sons, 
particularly to . . . avoid con¬ 
scription. Since liberation, 
they have often tended to re¬ 
port greater numbers and less 
land 

Nowadays, a new birth was 
rejwrted at once, but, if some¬ 
one died, it might not be re- 
ported for months.". ‘_ 

Mao minimized the effects 
of the sporadic birth-control 
campaigns mounted since 
1955. In words that may shock 
foreigners who have come 
away from brief visits 1o 
China lauding her birth-con¬ 
trol program, he said: 

"In the countryside, if a wo¬ 
man’s first child is a girl, she 
wants to have a boy. If die 
second is a girl, again she 
wants a boy. The third one 


comes, a girl again, and ahe 
■till tries for a boy. Soon 
there are nine of them. All 


girls. By then, she is al- 
dy 45, so that she can only 
ve it at that."

POINSETT 1A CULTURE 

(A.W., Victoria)

In other words, you should 
do all your trimming and 
shaping on new wood, never 
cutting away back into old 
wood, as the older parts of the 
shrub often lose their ability 
to sprout new shoots. 

Spanish Broom does have 
some ability to regenerate 
from the roots, though, and in 
the case of an old and neglect¬ 


ed specimen, it would be a 
good Idea to remove one or 
two of the oldest stems entire¬ 
ly every year, making your 
cuts at or near ground level 
and performing this surgery 
just after the blossoms fade in 
the fall.

BROWN SPOTS ON FERNS 

(J.S., Nanaimo) 

I w-ish you had enclosed a 
bit of your spotted fern in 
your letter as there are two 
kinds of brown spots common 
to houseplant ferns, one of 
them natural and innocuous, 
the other a very serious insect 
pest that could kill your fern 
and spread to other plants. 

If the spots are little rusty 
.brown pustules on the backs 
of the leaflets, about the size 
of a pinhead and arranged in 
regular patterns, they are 
simply spore cases, shedding 
the dustlike spores by which 
new ferns are bom. 

Ferns' have no flowers and 
therefore• cannot set seed like. 


ordinary plants; they must 
propagate their kind by asex¬ 
ual spores like mushrooms 
and other fungi. These spore 
cases on the leaves do no 
harm to the plant’s health and 
may be disregarded. 

Sticky brown lumps on the 
stems, however. pose a 
serious threat to the plant, for 
these are scale insects which 
feed upon the sap and can 
cause death. The most 
seriously affected fronds 
should be cut off and burnt. 

Sprays are not very effec¬ 
tive against scale insects; 
moreover, some ferns are al¬ 
lergic to certain spray chemi¬ 
cals. Where the infestation is 
not too severe, hand-picking is 
about as effective as any 
method. 

The scale insects on the 
stems, looking like little blobs 
of varnish or shellac, may be 
picked off on the point of a 
pocket knife, wiped off on a 
bit of tissue and either burnt 
or flushed down the toilet. 

Keep the fern under con¬ 
stant observation, picking off 
daily any new scales that ap¬ 
pear until no further spread 
of the trouble can be detected.

Hospital starts 
mobile scanner 


Royal Jubilee Hospital is 
putting nuclear medicine on 
wheels. 

A 5,000 radioactve scanner 
ined to diagnose varous dis¬ 
eases will be installed perma¬ 
nently in a van under the con¬ 
trol of a skilled technician 
and will start making the 
rounds of Vancouver Island 
communities within a montl^ 

Dr.-Kerr Thornton, patholo¬ 
gy chief at Royal Jubilee, said 
Friday the scanner "a very 
valuable diagnostic tool" 
will be taken to patients, in¬ 
stead of taking patients in the 
machine. 

The cost of installing such 
equipment in small rural hos¬ 
pitals would be too high in 
relation to the amount it 
would be used. 


Having the scanner mobi¬ 
lized will result in its alm<*t 
constant use and will make it 
easier for patients requiring 
nuclear diagnosis, Thornton 
explained. 

The scanner, which weighs 
about 1,000 pounds, prepares 
a radioactive map showing 
how different organs ac- 
cummulate radioactive mate¬ 
rials that have been injected 
into the patient, he said. 

The amount of nuclear ma¬ 
terial injected for a scanner 
test is less than the amount 
absorbed during a x-ray, 
• Thornton added. 

The mobile scanner service 
is the first such outreach pro¬ 
gram in the province, he said.

1 When I write about con¬ 
troversial subjects such as the 
netters in Juan de Fuca Strait 
intercepting the coho salmon 
■before they reach sports ii&h- 
ing waters I don’t expect ev¬ 
eryone to agree with me — 
and they don’t. 

I expect some of the net¬ 
ters, the unions and the fish 
companies to violently oppose 
my views — and they do, 
sometimes face to face. 

What does concern me is 
when someone I always con¬ 
sidered an ally — at least 1 
thought he understood the 
problem — suddenly lashes 
out at the sports fishermen. 

That is what Jack Brooks, 
fish guardian in the Sooke 
area for 21 years until he re¬ 
tired last year, has done in a 
letter to Art Downs of B.C. 
Outdoors magazine, which in 
June published an interview 
with me entitled: Are 300,000 
B.C. Sport Salmon Fishermen 
Being Ripped Off? — a title 
destined . to create con¬ 
troversy. no doubt. 

I consider Jack Brooks one 
of the most dedicated conser¬ 
vationist* I have eveV met. He 
became a personal friend 
through our associations with 
the salmon fishery- I have 
picked mushrooms in his 
backyard and he has spent 
many hours sipping tea and 
chatting in my Sooke cabin. 

I have written several 
stories about Jack Brooks, all 
complimentary about his 
work. One nearly got him 
fired by praising him for 
river rehabilitation projects 
he undertook, and quoting his 
criticism of federal fisheries 
for not helping him, or sup¬ 
plying him with the tools to do 
the job. 

But, the stories and Brooks’ 
persistence paid off. A dam 
was built on Pemamiel Creek 
at Sooke to hold water to pro¬ 
vide parched fry with ample 
water during dry summers. 

I have been with Brooks 
when he personally filled and 
placed sandbags to build a 
dam on Demamiel Creek to 
help the coho fry. I have 
tramped the upper reaches of 
! Demamiel Creek with him as 
I he salvaged stranded fry and 
I transplanted them to the bar- 
I ren Leech River in an opera- 
I tion that was a huge success 
and pointed the way to feder¬ 
al fisheries for other trans¬ 
plant programs. 

I have travelled with him to 
take pictures of logging slash 
accumulated in the Leech 
River which threatened 
serious downstream damage 
to the salmon fishery. And 
those picture I took helped 
him win a court case against 
the logging company. 

1 have been with Jack 
Brooks and watched him 
accost anglers who were jig¬ 
ging salmon on the Sooke 
under the pretext of steelhead 
fishing. 

Brooks has guided volunteer 
sports fishermen in projects 
to feed fish in Sooke areas 
rivers, in their efforts to trap 
ripe salmon at the Sooke 
Falls (salmon which had re¬ 
turned from his earlier trans¬ 
plants to the Leech and 
reached the impassable falls) 
and t> transplant them up¬ 
stream to Leach River spawn¬ 
ing grounds. 

I support Brooks in his bid 
to get a fishway built around 
the Sooke River falls which 
now block the way of those 
salmon destined to start a 
new Leech River (upstream 
tributary of the Sooke) coho 
run. 

I credit Jack Brooks with 
alm ist singlehandedly bring¬ 
ing back the almost wiped out 
Sooke River chinook salmon 
run to its present healthy

state. He was so dedicated he 
almost considered every 
salmon returning in Sooke 
waters his own personal baby, 
almost considered every 
chinook salmon caught by a 
sportsman, but it was only 
because . he so desperately 
wanted them to spawn. 

Jack Brooks was an out¬ 
standing fisheries guardian 
and when he criticizes me I 
must listen. But I find it hard 
to understand. 

He called my June inter¬ 
view in B.C. Outdoors “a one¬ 
sided gross exaggeration of 

facts." 

I must disagree with that, 
although I don't deny I ,Jell 
the story of the sports fisher¬ 
man. 

"Let us go back a few years 
when the salmon traps , wore 
the prime takers of salmon, 
the net fleet at this time only 
fished the inlets. The cry then 
from the sportsmen was OUT 
with the salmon traps, they 
are taking all the salmon,” 
Brooks recalls in his letter to 
B.C. Outdoors. "It was Ihe 
same then as now — if the 
fish were not biting the 
siiorteruen were out of luck. It 
was a very aggravating sight 
to see large numbers of salm¬ 
on trapped and their catches 
nil. When the traps became 
obsolete and were removed 
the catches of the sportsmen 
did not improve they went 
down.” says Brooks. 

How right he is, and that is 
the reason for the whole net 
controversy. 

The net fleet — 100 seiners 
and 300 gillnetters — es¬ 
tablished in Juan de Fuca in 
1957, made the traps obsolete. 
They took so many salmon 
ahead of the Sooke traps that 
it was no longer economical 
to operate the traps. 

And they took the salmon 
ahead of the sports fleet, so 
sports catches dropped, some¬ 
times to almost nil. That is 
the whole problem to which a 
solution must be found. 

"They (the sports fisher¬ 
men i did not have the trap 
dead to hold the fish. To the 
unitiated the lead is where the 
free swimming fish were held, 
sometimes for days, ami this 
is when the sportsmen made 
their kill, if the fish were bit¬ 
ing." Brooks says. 

True. Sport fishermen did 
get lots of fish along the lead. 
I couldn’t fish there. In those 
days my motor was too low- 
powered to hold it out from 
the lead against Ihe corner. 
But I found good fishing out¬ 
side the traps. 

Brooks, who hds had sons in 


the comipercial fishing in¬ 
dustry, questions my $100,000 
a year earnings figure for 
eome fishermen last year. 

"The sum of $100,000 does 
sound like as large sum for 
fishermen to make. His five- 
year average would be a dif¬ 
ferent figure. For the average 
fisherman it would be closer 
to $10,000. A boat is like a sec¬ 
ond home^it is a great ex¬ 
pense tha%*requires a great 
deal of upkeep. Insurance is 
high, and the electronics 
would buy many sports 
boats." says Brooks. 

Well one-fifth of $100,000 is 
$20,000. The earnings of com¬ 
mercial fishermen is not real¬ 
ly the’ issue, except when one 
feels sorry for them. In any 
business, including my own, if 
one doesn’t cut the mustard 
he gets out. Good fishermen 
and those who work at it can 
rqake a tidy sum commlrcial 
fishing. 

Brooks doesn’t agree with 
my opinions that sports fi¬ 
shermen show more responsi¬ 
bility towards the resource 
than commercial fishermen. 

"In this area, it is a large 
one. and where public involve¬ 
ment was pioneered, the ratio, 
is 10 to one in favor of the 
commercial men. My records 
show this." says Brooks. "The 
Victoria Pacific Trailers Asso¬ 
ciation local has provided 
men for hours of labor, equip¬ 
ment and money for salmon 
rehabilitation projects and fry 
feeding. Other commercial fi¬ 
shermen have worked on 
fxrojects also. I admire the 
people, also, that worked on 
projects who were interested 
only in conservation and had 
no interest in fishing," says 
Brooks. 

I wonder hosv rive hard-work¬ 
ing members of the Amal¬ 
gamated Conservation Society 
feel about that. The PTA is 
one of 14 members of the 
ACS. The others are all sports 
organizations . . . and they all 
have helped Brooks with labor 
and money for these various 
fry feeding and rehabilitation 
projects he mentions. 

I just don’t understand 
Brooks’ attitude on that mat¬ 
ter. As recently as last week 
h£ met with snorts fishermen 
about rehabilitation projects, 
especially on his favorite 
Sooke River. 

Brooks call the sports fish¬ 
ing reserve in Juan de Fuca 
Strait "a farce." 

"Salmon movements are 
guided by the physical fea¬ 
tures of the bottom, currents, 
tidal action, wind, etc., not by 
an imaginary corridor line 


drawn by a sportsman's 
group in Victoria," he says. 

Brooks seems confused. The 
sports fishing reserve and the 
corridor are not the same 
thing,. Federal fisheries es¬ 
tablished the reserve. Sports¬ 
men sought an escape corri¬ 
dor and didn’t get it. I. per¬ 
sonally, favor a thinning out 
of netters wi/th more commer¬ 
cial fishing back at the 
Fraser. 

"Many times over the years | 

I have had a call at night say- i 
ing there were gill nets a half • 
mile off Gordon Beach. Tak¬ 
ing off in the boat, 1 do see 
lights in the distance. Turning 
south at Sheringham Light. I 
run for another six miles, the 
lights are still there in the dis¬ 
tance. There is such a thing 
as atmospheric conditions 
that brings lights to look very 
close. It is a large area out 
there and you can run for 
miles and never see a net." i 

Brooks seems to forget that 
netters were actually picked 
up and prosecuted last year. 
These reportings of netters 
they claim they are American 
netters who sneak across at 
night — have been made by 
reliable witnesses in the Otter 
Point area, who say the boats 
have been so close they have 
actually seen the nets. 1 am 
inclined t > beJieve their obser¬ 
vations. but even that is not 
involved in the Juan de Fuca 
net fishing issue. 

Brooks responds to charges 
by long-time sports fishermen , 
Dick James who says tyee 
are being depleted in well ! 
known fishing spots. 

"Surely, the writing on the j 
wall should be very clear to 
all. Stop this type of river 
inlet fishing. It is a commer- 
cial venture for sportsmen j 
where they are urged to fish j 
•for buttons, cash prizes and | 
trips," says Brooks. "All der- | 
hies should definitely be 
stopped.” He charge snorts 
fishermen keep releasing the 
smallest fish over the side of , 
the boat. "Ls it any wonder : 
numbers have gone down?" 
he asks. 

Again Brooks seems con- | 
fused. Sports anglers mo 
wadays don’t catch enough 
limits to worry about. A much 
bigger problem is the killing 
of thousands and thousands of 
shakers (undersized salmon) I 
•by commercial boats and the J 
vast kill of adult salmon from 
gillnets in ocean swells by 
dropout from the heaving 
nets. 

Brooks charges sports fi¬ 
shermen consider "conserva- \ 
tion is for the other fellow. 
Consider the amount of spring 
grilse taken legal and other¬ 
wise with 300.000 snorts fi- j 
shermen. One cannot expect 
numbers of fish to stay up." 

He says that "checking 
sportsmen T have found grilse 
in many places, including 
lunch kits, vacuum bottles, 
overcoat pockets, under loose 
floorboards end even in rub¬ 
ber boots. Thov need to erv 
about the d'sannearance of 
the resident coho in the Strait 
of Georgia! They need to 
clean their own ranks, of 
petty thievery! It is stealing 
another generation’s re¬ 
sources." 

I hope Brooks got a prose¬ 
cution for every illegal fish he 
found.

When Premier Barrett 
dropped into the press gallery

It makes you wonder what 
hanoened to the old values 
when today a provincial pre¬ 
mier can shrug and suggest 
“What’s a hundred million?”

In fact to go 
about his business and insist 
that nothing unusual is hap¬ 
pening. 

A Not that Barrett is entirely 
un~oncerned these days. He’s 


been around the hustings far 
too long and is far too astute 
to ignore danger signs, or to 
fail to appreciate the consoli¬ 
dation and growing strength 
of the ofjposition. ,. 

B a r r e tt - tends to chuckle 
publicly -when Bill Bennett is 
mentioned. He brushes aside 
the Social Credit leader as an 
amateur not worthy of consid¬ 
eration.

WASHINGTON (UPI> - A 
jurisdictional battle within the 
bureaucracy is preventing 
federal regulation or inspec¬ 
tion of offshore oil and gas 
pipelines, a Hoyse of Repre- 


sentatives committee said 
Saturday. 

A report by the government 
operations committee called 
the situation “incredible,’’ 
and said each day without 
regulation “increases the pos¬ 


sibility of other serious pipe¬ 
line breaks which might be 
prevented ...” 

It warned that the environ¬ 
ment off Florida, the coastline 
of the Gulf of Mexico, where 
most of the pipelines exist, is 


in grave danger, and it rec¬ 
ommended an immediate set¬ 
tlement of the dispute so that 
regulation can begin. 

A summary said the interi¬ 
or department’s geological 
survey and the transportation 


department’s office of pipe¬ 
line safety “have for three 
years been squabbling with 
each other over which one 
should regulate, monitor and 
inspect outer continental shelf 
oil and gas pipelines.” 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (UPI)

tion which charges that the 
American Medical Association 
is not in tune with the needs 
of hospitals, patients and 
young doctors is meeting 
today to consider a complete 
break with the AMA. 


Dr. Sheldon Rosenthal of

Trouble from start 

Boat vanishes 
on epic voyage 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Three 
months ago, eight men from 
*ix. nations left Hong Kong 
aboard a vessel resembling 
an ancient Chinese junk. 

The men, including one 
American, hoped to establish 
that Oriental people thou¬ 
sands of years ago had the ca¬ 
pacity to sail the Pacific and 
settle in the Americas, as 
some anthropologists believe 
happehed. 

As of this weekend, the 
50-foot vessel, Tai Ki, had not 
been heard from in more than 
three weeks and authorities 
on both sides of the Pacific 
were' concerned for the boat’s 
•afety. 

The 50-foot Tai Ki. a replica 
of a Han Dynasty vessel from 
800 BC, departed Hong Kong 


June 18. Its eight crew 
members. including New 
York cinematographer Wil¬ 
liam Martin, 30, hoped to 
complete the 6,000-mile 
voyage to the west coast of 
Central America in about 
seven months. Almost imme¬ 
diately, however, the Tai Ki 
ran into trouble. 

In its first few days at sea, 
the boat encountered four se¬ 
vere storms and • suffered 
heavy damage. It went into 
port at Taiwan for repairs. 

Later, back at sea again, 
crewman Kumo Knoebl, an 
Austrian television producer 
and writer, became seriously 
ill and was taken off. Finally 
the radio messages came to 
an end more than three weeks 
ago. 


12,000

tled each other across several 
miles of jungle country in 
central New Guinea on Satur¬ 
day in one of the worst out¬ 
breaks of tribal fighting in 
several years, with several 
deaths reported, police said.

Dominican 

stalemate 

continues 

SANTO DOMINGO (UPl) — 
The Dominican government 
apparently backed down Sat¬ 
urday on its boycott of negoti¬ 
ations and set up a direct 
radio link with the guerrillas 
holding kidnapped American 
diplomat Barbara Hutchison 
and six other persons hostage 
for more than a week. 

An army captain from a 
counter insurgency detach¬ 
ment aiding‘police walked up 
the the guerrialla-occupied 
Venezuelan consulate and de¬ 
livered a walkie-talkie after 
shouting an exchange with 
terrorist leader Radhames 
Mendez Varas. 

The kidnaDpers, holding the 
consulate for the eight day 
with seven hostages, have 
withdrawn their demand for a 
$1 million ransom and said 
{ that their original request for 
freedom of 37 political prison¬ 
ers can be negotiated to a 
lower number. 

Earlier, police chief Rafael 
Guillermo Guzman said auth¬ 
orities would not negotiate 
with the kidnappers. It was 
the first time the government 
broke its official silence on 
the case.

First class 

Travelling with Nelson 
Rockefeller is travelling first 
class. The interior of the jet is 
more like a living room than 
an airplane, with big, swivel- 
based reclining chairs and 
small couenes, a complete, 
well-stocked bar and a crew of 
three wooed away from major 
airlines, including a steward 
who serves from a mini¬ 
kitchen. 

The plane travells about 100 
knots faster than commercial 
jetliners. It is one of three 
jets owned by the Rockefeller 
family and kept at the ready 
for their use. 

Normally the secret service 
doesn’t approve of the of¬ 
ficials it protects taking pri¬ 
vate or chartered airlines, but 
there was no problem with 
the Rockefeller jet. 

“Normally chartered jets 
don’t meet our standards for 
checkups and safety,” one 
agent commented. “This 
plane — no problem — it’s in 
better shape than Air Force 
One.” 


Bank job 

As the jet crosses the Mis¬ 
sissippi, a reporter pulls the 
plane's log book out of the 
magazine rack and discovers 
that Chase Manhattan bank 
president David Rockefeller 
apparently uses it most of the 
time. 

The log shows that David 
took it to Moscow early this 
spring and on a tour of the 
Arab oft nations during the 
summer. It has also flown in 
recent months to Latin Ameri¬ 
ca, Europe anti South Africa. 

A single entry reads “Aca¬ 
pulco to Washington, Henry 
and Nancy Kissinger.” Nelson 
Rockefeller lent the jet to his 4 
two former employees in 
April for their honeymoon in 
Mexico. 

The landing strip at Provo 
is a bit short, but no major 
problem for the pilot, who 
lands smoothly, but brakes 
hard as soon as he touches 
down. 

Back on board after the 
speech, the steward brings 
Rockefeller h i s standard 
drink, a Dubonnet on the 
rocks with a twist. The 
former governor is a light 
drinker, sticking to wine and 
seldom having more than two 
glasses. 

“We’re over the yardarm,” 
he shouts back, beckoning the 
reporters to join him. 


Smooth stop 

The landing an hour later in 
San Francisco is so smooth 
the plane practically coasts to 
a stop. 

At 5 a.m. the next morning, 
the Rockefeller team is on the 
move again — an early flight 
to get the nominee back to 
Washington lor a luncheon.

There were faults on both 
side* of a landlord-tenant dis¬ 
pute which ended in court, 
Judge D. G. Ashby said Fri¬ 
day, but blame was mainly 
due to the tenant who was.

Inflation zaps readers: 
most newspapers hiked 


By THE CANADIAN PRESS 

More than half of Canada’s 
111 daily newspapers have in¬ 
creased their selling prices 
during the last year to coun¬ 
teract rising costs of produc¬ 
tion and distrbution. 

In most provinces, all or a 
majority of the dailies put up 
prices for single copy news 
stand sales, home delivery or 
mail subscription — some¬ 
times all three. 

The exception was New 
Brunswick, where only one of 
four dailies, the French lan- 
guage TEvangelme in Monc¬ 
ton, went up. It kept single 
copy prices at 15 cents bul 
increased annual charges for 
home delivery to $35 from $30 


and for mailed copies to $25 
from $22. 

Publishing companies cited 
increases in the costs of such 
elements as newsprint, print¬ 
er's ink — lifted by oil prices 
staff wages and distribu¬ 
tion as reasons for their own 
increases. . * 

In general, they shared the 
additional revenue with deli¬ 
very boys and operators of 
news stands and sales boxes. 

Papers that made price 
changes in one form of an¬ 
other included two in New¬ 
foundland, six in Nova Scotia, 
three in Prince Edward Is¬ 
land, 11 in Quebec, 25 in On¬ 
tario, three in Manitoba, four

is Saskatchewan, six in Alber¬ 
ta and seven in B C. 

A continuing trend during 
the year was the gradual dis¬ 
appearance of the 10 cent 
newspaper. The single copy 
standard now is 15 cents. 20 
cents among French language 
papers with the odd exception 
— with only a rare holdout 
remaining at 10 cents such as 
the Charlottetown Patriot and 
the Sherbrooke, Que., Record. 

Big city papers .to go to 15 
cents from 10 cents for their 
Monday to Friday editions in¬ 
cluded The Star and The Ga¬ 
zette in Montreal; The Star 
and The Globe and Mail in 
Toronto; The Free Press 
London; The Tribune and The 
Free Press in Winnipeg; and 
The Herald in Calgary. 

The Province and The Sun 
in Vancouver increased their 
prices to 20 from 15 cents in 
the B.C. interior for single 
copies.

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Recently I had cause to delve back into the old days of Victoria when I talked to 
Rose Gale about her father, a one-time well-known figure in our city. 

In no time at all I discovered that 


Everyone Remembers Jakey 


Jacob Aaronson was two years old when he first 
came to Vancouver Island in 1886. He arrived, of course, 
with his family and their first stopping place was up- 
Island at Nanaimo. History doesn't relate but it is more 
than probable that he and his family came by way of 
the Horn. 


Vdry shortly after their arrival 
on Vancouver Island, the Aaronson 
family moved down to Victoria 
where Jacob’s father, Barney, start¬ 
ed up in business in a store on John¬ 
son Street. Aarons cm Sr. went into 
■the secondhand business, and though 
the family was very poor, they 
made themselves a good life. { 

What is being poor if one has am¬ 
bition? Quite early on it was easily 
seen that the young Jacob had 
plenty of ambition and he wasn t 
very old when he determined to 
make something of himself. The only 
way he knew was by running a store 
as his father did, so that is what he 
set out to do. 

Would you believe a youngster 
starting up in business for himself 
at the age of 12? In later years, 
Jacob used to tell his family that 
was his age when he first started in 
business as his own boss. However, 
his daughter, Rose, thinks maybe he 
was probably a little older than that 
> ... 13 or 14, perhaps. 

However that may be, it is cer¬ 
tain that Jacob Aaronson had his 
own store well before the turn of the 
century. He set himself up on John¬ 
son Street not far from his father s 
place of business. His first store 
stood on lower Johnson Street. It 
was a tiny place in those days, and 
he lived and slept right on the pre¬ 
mises. 

Jacob Aaronson knew all about 
secondhand stores, so that is the line 
of business he followed. Indeed, 
through the years, he continued to 
list himself as secondhand dealer in 
the directories. However, he had an¬ 
other line of business and one for 
which he is still widely remem¬ 
bered. His second string and the one 
most important to him was bicycles. 

At that time, of course, the hobby 
of bicycling was at its height, and 
Jacob was nothing if not forward 
looking. He liked to move with the 
times, and the times toward the end 
of the last century called for bicy¬ 
cles. 

Those were the days when the 
city issued a set of Bicycle Bylaw- 
Regulations which stated that 
“speed within city limits must not 
exceed eight miles per hour. The 
speed at intersections must not ex¬ 
ceed six miles per hour.” Riding on 
the sidewalk was, of course, prohi¬ 
bited, and it wras made plain that pe¬ 
destrians had the right of way at all 
times. Further, bicyclists were in¬ 
structed to carry a bell which must 
be audible at a distance of not less 
than 120 feet, and on meeting any 
person at a crossing, proper warn¬ 
ing must be given at least 90 feet 
away. Finally, all bicyclists must 
pass each other on the right-hand 
side. 

The penalty for any infraction of 
the above regulations was a fine not 
exceeding $25 and costs, or not more 
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than two months in jail. Authority, it 
would seem, had no desire to pander 
to this new craze! 

However, despite city strictness, 
Jacob Aaronson was completely sold 
on the possibility of the bicycle. 
Though he stuck with his second¬ 
hand store, yet the bicycle was his 
love and in actual fact his was one 
of the first bicycle stores to be 
opened in Victoria. 

Many Victorians can look back to 
the fact that when they wanted a 
bicycle it was to Jakey Aaronson’s 
store they went. Indeed, only the 
other day I mentioned his name to a 
friend and got the immediate re¬ 
sponse: “Oh, I remember Jakey 
Aaronson. Why, I bought my very 
first bicycle from him, and so did 
my husband.” 

Nor did Jacob stop at the mere 
selling of bicycles. Many times he 
acted as starter for the local bicycle 
races, and finally he was so in love 
with these machines that he wanted 
to build them too. In talking with 
Emile Michaud who, in his youth, 
was apprenticed to Jacob, I learned 
that in Emile’s opinion the second¬ 
hand store was merely a front for 


university, and David went much 
further than that since he obtained 
his PhD and later worked on the 
first Telstar. Indeed, he was at one 
time head scientist on the space pro¬ 
gram. 

It would seem that just as Aaron¬ 
son father was forward-looking in 
the matter of bikes at the turn of the 
century, so his son in later years 
w r as to be equally forw ard looking in 
his choice of occupation, for what 
could be more a part of the times 
than the study of space. 

But back to Jakey and his craze 
for bicycles. He owned an old penny¬ 
farthing bike and for many years he 
used to ride it around town, always 
wearing a top hat to emphasize the 
dignity of his machine. Indeed, for 
many years, also, Jacob Aaronson 
in his top hat and mounted on his 
penny-farthing took part in every 
May 24 parade. 

Everybody knew him and looked 
out for him. But he wanted his fami¬ 
ly to share the glory of the parade. 
Accordingly, he built a small bike 
and Rose joined him in the parade 
and actually won a prize for her 
decorated bicycle. However, calami¬ 
ty struck when she got her wheel 
caught in the old tramway tracks 
and had to call on her Daddy for 
help. Jacob was right there to stem 
her tears and calm her fears. How¬ 
ever, Rose remembers that the 
whole parade ground to a halt while 
the small bicycle w-as pulled free of 
the track. 

What was this bicycle loving man 
who w as so much a part of old Vic¬ 
toria really like?

bicycles, and in back of the store it 
was not long before Jacob and Mi¬ 
chaud were busy building bikes. 

There they did the brazing, built 
the frames and spoked the wheels. 
In course of time, Aaronson even 
put a name to his own make of bicy¬ 
cle, and it became know as the 
Rambler. Right after the First 
World War the new store on Johnson 
Street was listed as The Victory 
Cycle Works. 

Incidentally, that war was not too 
kind to Jakey Aaronson since when 
he joined up there was nobody to 
run his business while he was aw-ay 
and he was forced to sell it. Also, he 
sustained a leg injury during the 
war which was to trouble him for 
the rest of his life. The government 
offered him a pension, but Jakey 
had his pride. He turned them 
down! 

Back in Canada at the war’s end, 
Jakey wasted no time in doing two 
things. One, of course, was to open 
the new store as already mentioned. 
The other was to get married. He 
married Pauline, Gorrie, and they 
had three children— Rose, now Mrs. 
Gale; Esther, now Mrs. Moore; and 
one son, David. 

Jacob was, of course, very keen 
that his son should, on growing up, 
join him in the business, but David 
had other ideas. Jacob had little or 
no education, though he was self- 
taught and a man of wide reading. 
However, the very fact that he per¬ 
sonally lacked a formal education 
made him all the more determined 
that his children should receive 
every advantage, if they so desired. 

Thus Esther and David went to 


Well, he was a big man with a 
great sense of humor, and a kindli¬ 
ness which many people remember 
to this day. He was. of course, a good 
business man, and Rose tells me 
that she was the only one of the 
three children to inherit his selling 
ability. 

It r :tered a lot to him that his 
store should pay well, and Emile 
Michaud recalls that Monday was 
always a grim day in the store -until 
Jakey had made his first sale. Rose 
bears this out for she recalls that as 
she grew older, if she w anted a new 
dress she would go down to the store 
to ask for the money to buy it. She 
knew enough to go near the, end of 
the day, and if Jakey was not too 
pleased at the idea, then she used to 
cry. Jakey never could bear to see 
her cry, and Rose a few tears were 
worth it to get a new dress. 

In course of time, Jakey opened 
a second store at 1320 Government 
Street, and this Rose thinks was 
definitely a bicycle store since years 
later, the business was sold to Russ 
Hay who still runs a bicycle store 
but not at the same locality. 

Jakey never took a holiday. He 
always loved his work too hnuch to 
leave it, and rain or shine Jakey’s 
store was always open to the public. 
Once about 50 years ago Victoria 
had an all out snow storm. It was so 
bad that the snow* was feet deep and 
as a result most of the downtown 
stores were closed. 

At the time, the Aaronsons lived 
on top of the hill on Blackwood 
Street. Jakey found himself a wood¬ 
en barrel from which he took a cou-

pie of staves. With these tied to his 
feet he skied and snow-shoed his 
way downtown to open his store as 
usual. No stopping Jakey! 

Jacob Aaronson was ever a for¬ 
ward looking man. He never lost his 
love of bicycles, but when radio first 
came out he was quick to see its 
possibilities. As a result, he made it 
his business to attend a course on 
radio technology at a business col¬ 
lege, and with the knowledge gained 
there, it was not long before he 
opened a radio business which he 
ran as well as his bicycle and sec¬ 
ondhand stores. 

One might think that such a keen 
businessman might be a hard person 
to deal with, but such w ? as not the 
case, for Jakey had a very warm 
heart. He dealt fairly in business 
matters, and into the bargain was a 
very generous man — even if he did 
make daughter Rose cry for her 
new dress! 

His family was to learn only in 
later years of the many acts of 
kindness he had done. He never 
mentioned any of this to the family, 
but many were the young people he 
helped through school, knowing full 
well that they would repay him once 
they were on their feet. 

It was as if, says Rose, having so 
little education himself, he felt that 
everybody else should be given the 
chance. 

If they hadn’t the money needed 
then Jakey would quietly help out. 
Rose says: “I think it meant a great 
deal to Dad to be able to help folks 
get what he never had himself.’’ 

Jakey, who had his own ham 
radio station at his home on Elford 
Slreet during the last war, was 
always interested in all the latest 
gadgets. 

However, when he reached the 
age of 70, some things had to go so 
he stopped riding his penny-farthing 
in the May 24 parade. He also 
.thought at that time that maybe he 
had worked long enough so he sold 
his bicycle business to Russ Hay. 

However, retirement was not for 
him. He just didn’t know what to 
do with it, and in no time at all, he 
was back at work, and continued 
working until he was 77. Even after 
that .age, he continued to keep his 
hand in so far as bicycles were con¬ 
cerned. 

Ironically, for a man so devoted 
to propelling himself on two wheels, 
there came a time when Jakey actu¬ 
ally won a car. The occasion was a

Author Finds Vesta Anchor 
Along West Coast Trail 


By R. E. WELLS 

The plight of the schooner Vesta is recalled on re¬ 
discovery of her nearly 100-year-old anchor and exposing 
it to daylight after being buried in the sands on a lonely 
stretch of west coast beach for the past 77 years. 


The Venta, of 286 tons gross, was 
one of many wooden lumber carri¬ 
er- of the late 1800s built on the 
American west coast. She was not a 
large ship, being only 128 feet long 
vi ith 32 foot beam and having three 
masts with schooner rig. 

She was built at the yard of M 
T„iner in San Francisco in 1882 and 
t died out to serve in the west coast 
lumber trade. 

When she left California in 1897 on 
me -of her regular northbound in- 
baLlast trips to load lumber in Pu- 
Sound, her owners. H. Madison 
pvi no forewarning of the departure 
being other than a routine voyage. 
H ...ever, the North Pacific wintec 
v rather, the danger ous offshore cur¬ 
rents, limited visibility and the du- 
f.'ulty in fixing position were ill 
factors which brought about the su-i- 
f ?n end to her northbound voyage.

Thai she dropped it offshore m a 
vain attempt to prevent the ship 
from stranding 

For those w'ho know the precise 
spot, it is really interesting to see in 
fact how- the shoreline has changed 
since the time of the wreck and fur¬ 
thermore to speculate that perhaps 
there has never been another simi¬ 
lar combination of storm and high 
water and seas since, liecause of the 
existing beach line today which con¬ 
trail r.j what one would expect, has 
grown Hitward rather than eroded 
in further towards the cliffs. Tliis 
faci. as will be seen, caused some 
difficulty and delay in redisc »vering 
the anchor. 

The trail that we <ee today (pre¬ 
sently overgrown* and w+iich was 
built in 1910 as part of the Life Sav¬ 
ing Trail from Bumficld through to 
Carmanah. was. at this particular 
location, built along the side of sand¬ 
stone bluffs w hich rise some 20 to 25 
feet al>*ve beach level. There was so 
little distance of flat ground from 
the f* hjI of these bluffs out to the 
edge of the bush line (only a few' 
feet* that it was impractical to lo¬ 


cate the trail there and it would 
have been dangerous to do so. 

This section of Tsusiat beach was 
surf swept right to Che shoreline 
and linemen of later years, when 
using the trail, recall what a dan¬ 
gerous place it was in storm be¬ 
cause drift logs could be thrown 
right into the bush at the foot of the 
bluffs and immediately below the 
trail along the face of the bluffs. The 
trail at that was only six or eight 
feet above the level of such storm 
activity. 

David Logan, and later lineman 
Dan Holliday, rememlier the Vesta's 
anchor just laying there there 
was no reason to do anything about 
its being there. It was only about six 
feet out from the bush line among 
the sand and drift logs of the upper¬ 
most part of the beach and they 
could easily look down on ii as they 
walked above on ihe trail. 

Some years it would be covered, 
other years they would notice it. but 
gradually the -ands were washed up 
and eventually only the tip of one of 
the flukes could be seen. It would 
probably lay there forever, soon hid¬ 
den, unless some real storm combi¬ 
nation could again uncover it. This 
never happened. 

Dan Holliday took a picture of his 
young son Rol>ert standing on the 
beach behind the projecting fluke >f 
the Vesta's anchor that was some 
35 years ago. lit was at that time vis¬ 
ible on the beach and out from the 
bush line. 

Recently, and in an effort to fur¬ 


ther document some of the wes ( 
coast wrecks, I returned to the site 
of the Vesta in hopes of rediscover¬ 
ing the anchor with a view to un¬ 
covering it and seeing how much of 
it was actually intact, how big it 
was, wiiat it would w’eigh. and what 
condition it was in. So. armed with 
shovel and other small tools, my 
wife and I went in there w ith enough 
food to allow us several days at the 
site before having to hike out to 
Bamfield. 

I had made a sketch from Mr. 

• Holliday's photo and I also had 
photos of my owti to assist in orien 
tation. We uncovered many feet of 
drift logs along the bush line and 
dug and prodded with the shovel 
all to no avail. Ir was like looking 
for a needle in a haystack and we 
just about gave it up. 

To* hell with it. r ‘ and we sat 
down and made a supper and 
finished off with .a g>*od billy of hot 
tea Our enthusiasm renewed after t 
bit of food and we studied the situa¬ 
tion carefully again and it suddenly- 
appeared to me that the anchor, if it 
had not been somehow moved, must 
be actually in the hush, according to 
how some identifiable shoreline fea¬ 
tures lined up. So we both started 
crawling through the dense salal in 
from the beach and toward the base 
of the bluffs and spread out along 
the reach of the shore. 

Simultaneously, we discovered 
the iron tip of it! There it was. still 
sticking up above gr und. but only 
by a few inches. 

We had been at this spot t>efore 
4 and for the same reason, and in fact 
r we had set our tent on the exact 
spot we hacf it on the previous un¬ 
successful attempt to locate the an¬ 
chor. We measured the distance t»* 
the anchor from our tent 22 feet' 
We had always thought that we 
were pretty cl.ise to it. 

The anchor hadn't moved, it was 
still the same distance out from the 
base of the bluffs but the shoreline 
hvf moved, or mnrei^ correctly, the 
bu'hline *had moled, outward. In- 
stea,i f being abou' si\ feet out from 
the bushline and in the beach, it 
w i - now about the same distance in¬ 
side the bush — the salal. alder, sal- 
monberries etc. had grown-out over 
the >each and the anchor by from 12 
r " 13 feet since 1940 And that is 
wh.it had fooled us. W e were elated 
in finding it. 

The next couple ot days were 
spent intermittently excavating 
around our find. We carefully 
eribbed in the trenches with drift 
pieces to hold the sands back and as 
we uncovered more and more of it r 
realized that here we had a well 
preserved anchor, fully intacr and 
undamaged — perhaps the only one 
in such condition available to be 
seen on this shipwreck coast. There 
are other anchors to be seen, but ei¬ 
ther a fluke is broken off or some 
other part missing. 

After getting down five feet we 
saw that it was indeed, all there 
The ring for shackling on the cHain 
was intact and the stock was un¬ 
damaged. 

It s a smaller anchor than others 
seen along the trail, but of the size 
suitable for the Vesta. Even so it

If your zest for life is waning a 
little, let me recommend a week at 
Moorecroft Camp at Nanoose Bay, 
either as a camper or a volunteer 
helper. It is bound to jog you out 
of yoyuiut just as my week jogged 
me. y 4 

I had heard such a lot about 
this United Church camp, and 
Summer, 1974, seemed a good time 
to offer my services as nurse for 
the junior girls' camp. 

Reluctantly, my husband 
agreed to accompany me. "But 
whatever will there be for me to 
do at a girls' camp?" he groaned. 

He wasn’t there a day before he found him¬ 
self daubing lotion on mosquito bites during my 
absence from the First Aid cabin. 

The girls called me “nursey” and he was 
nicknamed “Dr. Nursey,” an honorary and hon¬ 
orable degree. 

Because he had not been well I tf*>k his

breakfast to him each mominq and the girls 
asked: “Why don’t you come to breakfast. Dr. 
Nursey?*’ So he told them the first of many 
stories. 

He said he had gone for a walk the first night 
and having a feeling he was being followed, he 
glanced over his shoulder and there was a small 
ghost. He ran and ran, and when out of breath sat 
down on a log, and the ghost did likewise, saying: 
“Why did you run? I only wanted to play.” So 
every night since he had searched for it, and was 
too tired in the moaning. 

He was always available for games of rummy 
or fish when the girls had a free hour. He became 
the camp “Dad.” 

Moorecroft is the United Church camp on 
Vancouver Island located 18 miles north of Nanai¬ 
mo on the Georgia Strait. On the rugged 160 
acres, activities include swimming, boating, fish¬ 
ing, overnight camping, outdoor sports, crafts, 
campfires, and biological studies of the typical 
B.C. flora and marine life. 

Leadership for the week-long camps is pro¬ 
vided by volunteers from the churches of the area 
in the ratio of one to six or eight campers. 

There is a waterfront director and either a 
first aid person, or a registered nurse in resi¬ 
dence. There is a permanent summer staff of 
eight persons which manages every aspect of the 
campsite. Sunday services are held in the outdoor 
chapel or in the lodge. 

A modem kitchen and dining hall can serve 
meals to 125 or more people at one time. Besides 
junior, intermediate and senior boys and girls 
camps, there is a family camp weekend; also a 
senior boys' pack camp, a rugged outdoors expe¬ 
rience with Moorecroft as home base. 

First day impressions were oP spaciousness, 
stately arbutus trees glowing through the ever¬ 
greens. 

Twelve cabins for campers w-ere placed at 
discreet distances in the woods, a nature trail 
took 15 minutes to walk. 

We strolled down to the water at twililgbt and 
found an enclosed bay, Arab Cove by name, and 
young voices were raised in song on the rocky 
forested area directly across the water, Vesper 
Point, the sign said. 

Sp<W,; 

Sundav, October 8, 1914 


We peeked in some of the cabins on the re¬ 
turn trip, three or four two-tier bunks and a lead¬ 
er’s cot. Some were open on one side where win¬ 
dows would normally be, but there was a canvass 
flap to secure when the weather warranted it. 

Back at First Aid I checked my files and 
found 61 forms for 61 girls, only three which 
required daily medications. Of these 61 girls I 
found there were four who had never had a cavity 
in their teeth by their present age of 10 years. 

Some of the forms cautioned sunlight in small 
doses only, an unnecessary stipulation as we 
waked to rain five days out of our seven in camp. 

Outside the dining room door there were two 
basins, one with soapy hot water, and one clear. 
When the first gong for meals sounded the girls 
were to head for the deck and to dip their hands 
first in the suds, then the clear, then shake them 
vigorously before going into the dining hall. 

This was called “Dip ’n’ Flip.” 

The cabins took turns as helpers, setting up 
tables, and clearing away. There was much hilar¬ 
ity during meals, chants of, “Mabel, Mabel, get 
your elbows off the table, this is not a horse’s sta¬ 
ble. but a first'class dining table. Round the 
tables you must go—.” 

Some camps officially bury Mabel on the 
third day, said Manager, Mrs. Catherine Ken¬ 
nedy, “in order to give us a little peace.” 

Another favorite, and I found myself skipping 
around the table when paged by this one: “Knit 
one, purl two, calling Nursey, Yoohoo! Skip 
around the table, skip, skip skip—.” 

One evening was blessedy quiet. It w-as a 
Monk’s meal, and no one talked. The girls and 
leaders all wore cowls and robes. And ate with 
knivefc— “I eat my peas with honey, I’ve done it 
all my life, it makes the peas taste funny, but 
keeps them on the knife.” (You are old, Father 
William?) 

The typical day at camp went like this: Up at 
seven for a nature walk; breakfast and announce¬ 
ments until nine; then cabin clean-up when Nur¬ 
sey with her white glove went around and inspec¬ 
ted and awarded the Top Dog prize to the tidiest 
cabin; crafts and discovery until noon—there is 
an established cfafts house, the answer to a rainy 
week. 

After lunch the girls were given their tuck 
purchases, and were to rest for an hour. This 
time is called “Flat-Happy.” 


In the afternoon, swimming, boating, target 
sh<x>ting. archery, the girls hod a choice of proj¬ 
ects to occupy their time. 

After supper came vespers and campfire, 
mug-up and bed. 

Wet evenings the campfire was lit in the huge 
fireplace in the lodge. The girls joined in songs 
and skits, the camp newspaper was read, giving 
events of thg day. 

"Twas after bedtime that several of ihe cab¬ 
ins were “honied”, this is official ghostly spell¬ 
ing. I saw' it with my ow-n eyes. 

The final night we found most interesting, I 
called it the ridiculous and the sublime evening. 
First, the director and leaders literally and figu¬ 
ratively let down their hair in a Miss Moorecroft 
of 1974 contest. 

They dressed bizarrely: there was a stone-age 
cave man with a bone through his nose; a Mau- 
M.au African Mud-On-Her-Face; a hippie with a 
teddy bear; a sweet young thing with pigtails who 
danced and sang; a tiger who purred her way 
around the stage; but ’the title was won by 
“Chief” of Cabin One, who as Miss Hanky-Panky 
was draped in a sheet saree and hung with bal¬ 
loons. She was duly .crowned Queen, and the title 
--will be up for grabs next year. 

Following this the girls had hot cocoa outdoors 
in ihe square and then gathered at Arab Cove at 
“first-dark” bringing the candles that they had 
fastened to a piece of bark that day at Crafts. 

While guitars strummed softly the Farewell 
Song. Director Scotty, holding her larger candle 
high told the story of the Holy Flame; how a 
member of the congregation of a lovely cathedral 
was sent to Jerusalem to bring back the flame to 
complete the cathedral; and of how storm and 
wind beset him on his homeward journey. He 
took shelter in a hut and shared his flame with 
the old woman w-ho lived there because she had 
no heat or light; setting forth again the storm 
raged more fiercely, and somehow his flame blew 
out. In despair, he looked backward to the long 
distance he would have to travel to get the flame 
again, and he saw the light glimmer in the hut 
of the old woman. He was able to re-light his holy- 
flame from hers, but only because he had shared 
in the first place. 

The girls then filed two-by-two to the water’s 
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The pod of killer whales undulafe through Uganda Pass, between Cortes and 
Marina Islands. Now they are shining-sailed darkness in the early morning light. 
Now they are ruffles on a sober sea. Heading north on what is, perhaps, their an¬ 
cestral swimway, they touch this too tame world to wildness. 

TREE of MAGIC 


On a sudden impulse I look up 
"wild” in a thesaurus and am star¬ 
tled to find it under “vulgarity”: a 
synonym for vandalism, "bad taste, 
tawdriness and other horrid things. 
It is, says the book, “unproductive, 
mad, licentious”. All this refers to 
man. There is nothing about nature 
in the half page of definitions. On 
other pages I find “wild animals, 
fierce beasts, wild goose chase”. 

I look up “wilderness.” It is de¬ 
fined as “an absence or want of 
order.” I wonder. It may not be our 
idea of order, but is ours the only 
true one—or even true at all? 

We speak glibly about the laws of 
nature as though we knew them all. 
Perhaps wilderness embodies a law 
we have yet to learn. Could our city 
sickness be a warning for our igno¬ 
rance? Could our longing for the 
windsweep and the wildness be sub¬ 
conscious wisdom? 

Too many of us laugh at magic 
and decry miracles. In our thinking, 
as in the thesaurus, the former re¬ 
lates to hocus-pocus; the latter are 
synonomous with nonconformity, 
monstrosities, freaks of nature. 

But there are those who believe 
that both may embody lav's of na¬ 
ture not yet discovered. That one 
day scientists will find the way to 
wilderness, fairyland, heaven. 

October is a true wilderness 
month. Some of my earliest memo¬ 
ries are of it raging in color across 
eastern hills, gilding small islands in 
northern lakes, glowing winelike in 
gum leaves and winged elm seeds of 
the south. 

On this west coast October day I 
am looking out at the orange-red 
terries and rust bark of what my fa¬ 
ther called the “tree of magic” in 
one of my favorite bedtime stories. 


“This tree of magic on the sunset 
coast,” so the story went, “had a 
coat of may colors (like Jacob’s, I 
thought), clusters of white honey 
pots in the spring and strawberries 
in the autumn.” A little Indian girl 
who was lest found the tree, which 
grew in a shaman’s sacred grove at 
the edge of the sea. After many ad¬ 
ventures she became homesick, so 
the tree dropped all’its jade bark at 
once and stood out in red against the 
evergreens behind it. This was a sig¬ 
nal to a pod of killer whales. They 
came in and carried the little girl 
home. 

Arbutus bark is mysteriously cool 
to the touch, even on the hottest 
day. The clusters of small, white, 


urn-sha|>ed flowers, beloved by bees, 
are transformed in autumn into a 
berry banquet for the birds. 

The shape and color of those ber¬ 
ries are good reasons why the arbu¬ 
tus has been confused with the 
strawberry tree, a near European 
relative. I have nibbled them on oc¬ 
casion, but to me they are neither 
juicy nor flavorsome. When cooked 
the taste is no better, though the 
smell is that of good applesauce. 
The Indians, however, are said to 
have thought highly of them. 

On Vancouver Island look for the 
arbutus south of Seymour Narrow's, 
with Menzies Bay appropriately 
nearby. 


The Menzies of that bay and the 
Menzies of Arbutus menziesii are the 
same person: Archibald Menzies of 
Scotland, botanist and surgeon. 

He came to this coast on the 
merchant ship Prince of Wales and 
later with Vancouver on the Discov¬ 
ery'. Some of the many wild plants 
he found here would up in Kew Gar¬ 
dens, London, after being nourished 
in his little greenhouse on the deck 
of the latter vessel. 

Among them was the arbutus 
w'hich bears his name. It is a 
member of the heath family and has 
other near relatives besides the 
strawberry tree. There are 12 spe¬ 
cies altogether. The two on this con¬ 


tinent are A. arizonica of Mexico 
and A. texana extending into Texas. 

In the United States — where it 
grows down the w'est coast and into 
Baja California — it is called the 
madrona. (A Spanish expert tells 
me that the word means “storm 
sewer”!) I know that in Spain the 
straw'berry tree is the madrono. The 
arbutus or madrona of California 
may be found up to 3,000 feet, 
though in British Columbia it is 
usually under a thousand. 

It will grow in moist or dry soil, 
along the sea coast or by mountain 
streams, in rich bottomland or on 
poor sandy hillsides. It can be a 
stately 125 feet or a shrubby 25 and 


helps to hold the soil in place. A 
pound of seed will produce a thou¬ 
sand of these lovely trees. I can tes¬ 
tify that rufous humming-birds, pur¬ 
ple finches, bandtailed pigeons, 
ruby-crowns and golden-crowns are 
mad about the arbutus.- 

Unfortunately there are too many 
tourists who seem to feel that way 
too. They dig up our magic trees 
and take them home, bare-root, to 
die. Even with a protective ball of 
earth around the roots, the arbutus 
is difficult to transplant. Needing 
sea air and fog to do its best, our 
species is limited to a farily narrow 
coastal strip. 

Why Arbutus menzeisii is not on 
the protected list I cannot imagine, 
but the parks branch assure me ft is 
not. 

Nor can I find any pamphlet dis¬ 
tributed to tourists which lists all 
our protected species, both plants 
and birds. They will need protection 
more and more, as more and more 
people invade our green and quiet 
places. Such people as those w r ho 
shoot killer whales stranded in a 
lagoon, run a coyote to death w'ith 
snowmobilies (and are fined Jib!) or 
use as targets bald eagles rising 
with fish and so at their most vul¬ 
nerable. 

On this autumn day of gold and 
blue it is difficult to believe that 
such persons exist. But why are w’e 
surprised at the results when the 
causes are so clear? Perhaps I 
should, as so.many others do, just 
forget it all. Just plunge into the 
white-crested green comber of Oc¬ 
tober and ride it to the shadowed 
Nov ember shore. Or remember and 
go out to touch my tree of magic — 
and pray for a miracle to dissipate 
the shadow's in the minds of men.

weighs between 1,300 and 1,400 
pounds — a fine example for setting 
up on display at a suitable spot in 
the immediate area to commemo¬ 
rate the wrecked ship. 

It has been possible in other 
years, after winter rains and storm, 
to find bits and pieces of iron debris 
from the ship if rainfall runoff and 
wave action is sufficient to scour out 
the overburden of sand on the beach 
where the ship was burned. 

This year this was possible and 
we found many iron pins and boat 
spikes just to the west of the anchor 
where the present bush line meets 
the beach. A further find was a steel 
mast band which was used at the 
doubling or splicing of topmast to 
lower mast on the schooner rig. No 
doubt many more pieces of debris 
lie buried beneath the sands at this 
location. 

Because of the great interpretive 
value, I was most anxious to report 
our findings to the Parks people and 
so after hiking out to Bamfield, got 
in touch with them at their head of¬ 
fice in Ucluelet. A few days later, I 
went down to the site once more 
with Parks officials and showed 
them the find. 

This will be just one of many in¬ 
terest spots along the West Coast 
Trail where hikers can stop, and 


with the visual aid of the anchor it¬ 
self and a suitable plaque with in¬ 
scription, learn about one of the 
many historic shipwreck incidents 
which the area is famous for. No

At Andrew’s 
death, the Colonist reported that his 
store and business was well-known 
in Victoria, and that he w’as a fig¬ 
urehead and typically Victorian.

other store in Victoria, probably no 
other store in the west, occupied the 
same position as did that of Mr. 
Aaronson, who combined with his 
pawn-broking business, a collection 
of rare and beautiful Indian curios, 
old jewelry and precious metals of 
all kinds, that probably has never 
been equaled on the Pacific Coast 
He w-as an early pioneer of the 
city.” 

Well, Jakey never w'ent in for In¬ 
dian curios, but the words written 
about his uncle could well have been 
writen of him Jakey—the man w'ho 
quietly helped those in need: the man 
who during the last w’ar always had 
one or more servicemen at his Sian- 
day dinner table. This man was 
unique and one of a kind. He never 
sought the limelight, yet he is re¬ 
membered with love. His death truly 
marked the passing of an era.

Destination for Garden City 
Horseman's Club seven-day trail 
ride this year was the Hozameen 
Mountain Range, which runs be¬ 
hind Princeton. There were 30 
riders and their horses, a cook 
crew of four, and guide „ Pat 
Wright. 

Base camp was in alpine meadows beside a 
small lake. Mosquitoes were plentiful, but so was 
drinking water for horses and riders. 

Altitude of the Princeton mountains average 
between 6,000 and 6,5000 feet, so while it was 90 
degrees, or more, in Princeton, the horsemen 
were comfortably cool when riding. 

The ride was not one for inexperienced hor ses 
or riders and both had to be in good shape. As 
this was the third ride some of the members had 
been on they knew what kind of territory they 
would be riding over. 

Most of the ride was on trails and when the 
horsemen descended past the timberline,. low 
branches had to be dodged. Fallen trees and logs 
made the horses watch where they walked and 
young horses soon learned to pick up their feeL 

Lower down in the valleys there were many 
bogs which in most cases were only knee deep on 
the horses. But sometimes an unfortunate horse 
that had picked the wrong path would find itself 
belly-deep. The bogs were not like quicksand and 
with a bit of quick footwork on the horse’s part it 
was soon on firm ground again. 

Rivers and streams hqd to be crossed and 
they provided cool refreshing rest stops. 

Scenery in the alpine meadows was beautiful. 

Daily rides lasted about seven hours and cov¬ 
ered an average of 20 miles. There were lots of 
good opportunities to see different kinds of flow¬ 
ers. Blue lupins, white and yellow daisies, red In¬ 
dian paintbrush and purple violets created a gen¬ 
tle contrast to the rugged and sharp outlines of 
distant mountains. r 

Wildlife was plentiful. Deer, chipmunk, 
hoary marmots (whistlers) were often seen. On 
one occasion a black bear was sighted. Trout 
were abundant in the many lakes. Cowbirds be¬ 
came quite tame in camp and on many evenings 
range cattle could be heard bawling nearby. 

Most of the riders were from Victoria and 
Duncan. Pat Wright has been guide for the riders 
in past years and he also guids fishing and hunt¬ 
ing parties. 

Base camp was 27 miles from the Wright 
Ranch. 

There were many different rides of several 
different types available. 

Kettle Mountain provided a good view of the 
surrounding land and in the distance riders could 
see Mount Baker. 

Paradise.Valley was beautiful and the ride to 
there took horsemen across many beautiful 
streams and to a lake where it was reported 
trout went to five pounds. 

Nicomen Lake provided good swimming and 
fishing and a group of the more ambitious riders 
climbed Nicomen Ridge where they had a superb 
view of the lake, the mountain ridge and the 
mountains behind. 

One day they forsook the horses and drove by 
four-wheel vehicle to Wells Lake where some of 
the group tried fishing for trout that were seen 
jumping all over the lake’s surface. But, they had 
no luck and later discovered they had no hook on 
the line. 

Hudson Bay Meadows featured a meandering 
stream to ride along. 

And even before it was all over, the riders 
were talking about doing it again next summer.

Victor Smith 
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COURT 


PORT TOWNSEND, 1898. 


BROTHER JONATHAN 


. . . only 16 were saved. Smith was not one. 


FRONT STREET, PORT ANGELES. 
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"UNWEPT, UNHONORED and 
UNHUNG!" 

That parody was the heading 
of an editorial in the Port Town¬ 
send newspaper in May of 1862 . 
It referred to Victor Smith, 
"Special Treasury Agent" for 
Washington Territory , and ex¬ 
pressed the hope that he had left 
town forever. Even though com¬ 
munication across the Strait was 
slow and irregular , people in Vic¬ 
toria were already laughing up 
their sleeves at the political antics 
of this man. 

Vic tor Smith, if we are to believe local histo¬ 
rians,caused more turmoil and dissension than 
almost any other figure in Northwest history. Un¬ 
doubtedly the authority given him by the U.S. 
treasury department had gone to his head. He 
was a “Spoils appointee,” and it must be said, he 
spoke a little too glibly about his personal friend¬ 
ships with “higher ups.” 

He was even known to mention with elaborate 
carelessness that his own newspaper in Ohio had 
been instrumental in electing Abraham Lincoln to 
the presidency! 

His newspaper was as violently abolitionist as 
Victor himself. In appearance, Victor was a car¬ 
toonist’s delight, typically gaunt, lanky and sandy 
haired. Two minutes’ conversation with him re¬ 
vealed his intense interest in spiritualism. 

He maintained resolutely that he received 
messages from the spirit world. A pity the spirits 
didn’t warn him not to overdo things at port 
Townsend and Port Angeles! A great deal of 
unhappiness for him as well as others might have 
been avoided. 

Victor was clearly responsible for the spec¬ 
tacular events known locally as the “Custom 
House Battle.” Port Townsend, as U.S. Port of 
Entry, was well established when Victor arrived. 
One of his first official acts, however, was to peti¬ 
tion Washington D.C. for an expanded military 
district on Puget Sound. 

This was within his scope of authority as 
special agent, as w'as also jurisdiction over the 
American lighthouse service. 

Victor bad brought west with him considerable 
Civil War hysteria, and was certain Puget Sound 
needed more protection. Didn't people realize 
that England, as an ally of the Confederacy, 
might at any moment attack from British Colum¬ 
bia? Didn't they know that the “Shenandoah,” a 
Confederate privateer, was even then cruising in 
the North Pacific? Calmer minds than Victor’s 
refused to become excited. 

His greatest mistake, however, and the one 
for which he was to pay dearly, was his effort to 
transfer the Port of Entry from Port Townsend to 
Port Angeles. 

The latter, at that time, was nothing more 
than a cluster of Indian huts, but Victor had great 
ideas for its development. His premise was that 
Port Angeles was much more strategically locat¬ 
ed than Port Townsend to control the opium 
smuggling across Juan de Fuca Strait. He decid¬ 
ed to name his new town Cherbourg, optimistical¬ 
ly expecting it to rival the great French seaport. 

He immediately set to work to acquire 1G0 
acres of government land on which to establish 
his city. He had some difficulty establishing title 
to this land, which was his real reason for under¬ 
taking the first long trip back to the east coast, 
as mentioned in the editorial. 

But in Victor’s absence, Lieutenant Mer- 
ryman from the Shubrick, who had been put in 
charge of the Customs’ Office at Port Townsend, 
took his duties seriously. He wa3 appalled when 
he found, among other irregularities, that govern¬ 
ment checks had been issued to a firm in Vic¬ 
toria, for materials delivered to Victor’s brother 
in “Cherbourg.” He also found cancelled checks 
and a letter from a spiritualist magazine in New 
England thanking Victor for his contributions. 

Nor was that all. A friend of Victor’s, cur-

rently living in Victoria, bad receded regular 
• hecks for payment for services as Customs Col¬ 
lector in the sparsely settled Okanagan area 200 
miles inland from Victoria. 

Anyone with knowledge of land travel in those 
days would recognize the absurdiiy of this ap¬ 
pointment. 

The final straw was the discovery of official 
papers (still in existence), petitioning transfer of 
the Port of Entry from Port Townsend to •’Cher¬ 
bourg.” 

This was too much for the residents of Port 
Townsend, and the reason for the pointed news¬ 
paper editorial. An outraged group of citizens 
marched down Front Street and hanged Victor in 
effigy. 

They thought they were well rid of him. but 
one August morning the Shubrivk again pulled up 
to the dock, and who should come down ibe gang- 
. plank but Victor himself! 

"I’ll take over now,” he told Lieutenant Mer- 
jvman. 

With admirable presence of mind 'Merryman 
countered: "Did you bring my official release?" 

Victor hadn’t anticipated this. He stared at 
Merryman for a moment then turned his heel. 

An hour later a detail from the Shubrick 
stood at the Custom’s House door. 

"I’m under orders,” apologized rite leader, 
‘•I’m here to tell you that our 12-]sunders art 
loaded, and I’m to bring back the records at 
once.” 

It was a comic opera situation, truly, but 
Merryman was fully aware of Victor's uncertain 
temper as w’ell as the vulnerability of the town 
beneath its cliff, so he decided to comply. The 
transfer of records was accomplished without 
delay and the Shubrick stood away from the- dock. 

The embattled town fathers swore out ;t war¬ 
rant against Victor, but the process server's row¬ 
boat was no match for the Shubrick which was 
already headed into the Slrait. 

A couple of.days later word came back ihat 
Victor would explain, but only under official eir- 
c urn stances. Half of P*rt Townsend journeyed 
to Olympia, the territorial capital, to testify be¬ 
fore a hastily assembled grand .jury. Vietoi was 
indicted on four counts. But he had good trick 
up his sleeve. He maintained that the c*»urt had 
no jurisdiction over a federal officer. All counts 
ngoimtt him were dismissed and the disgruntled 
port Ti'Wisenders returned home. 

Ri !; in "Cherbourg,'’ Victor immediately 
l>e ran unloading the government documents from 
iho Shubrick fo his recently completed Smith 
PJoo’-. A sign over the front door indicated that 
this was now Port of Entry for all ships entering 
Pvi**et Sound. That the docking facilities were ui- 
terJv inadequate didn't bother Victor at all. 

A wing at the rear of the building provided 
living quarter* for Victor's wife and four children 
who had rerenlly arrived from Ohio. Much latef 
the eldest son told of an evening spent around the 
family table. Victor produced a tin box from 
which he counted out 6,000 dollars in gold coins. 
The g. e de-eyed boy watched his father re-wrap 
the coins in stout canvas and place them in the 
bottom of a large camphor-wood rhest. 

Directly behind the building were two large 
fir stumps to which were chained ;i pile «.f him her 
left over from Victor’s building project. He proba¬ 
bly planned further construct ion. No one w ill ever 
know for sure. 

But meanw hile, the protests from Pert Towns¬ 
end were beginning to have effect in Washington. 
D.r. A letter in President Lincoln's own hand¬ 
writing, now in the files of the treasury dej►art- 
men*. calls Victor’s activities "high mis¬ 
demeanor." The letter continues: 

"My mind is made up to remove Victor Smith 
— the degree of dissatisfaction with him is too 
great for him to be retained.’’ 

Direct orders were issued for Victor to report 
to Washington, D.C. 

While he was there, tragedy hit his home. 
The large creek which flowed past his building 
went suddenly dry. Had anyone investigated they 
would have found that a landslide hack in the 
mountains had completely dammed ihe stream, 
forming a small lake. Warm fall weather melted 
the snow in th? mountains. The dam broke. A 
roaring .*ivalance of mud and debris descended on 
Victor’s building. 

The lumber pile diverted the crest of the 
flood and saved the lnes of Mrs. Smith and her 
children, although a torrent of mud swirled 
through the rooms. The grand piano, recently ar¬ 
rived by ship around the Horn, provided an island 
of safety for the terrified children. 

As soon as the flood subsided the family 
found refuge with Victor’s father, who had been 
appointed light keeper on Ediz Hook 

The Smith Block was swept out t« sea like an 
eggshell, and the two men who had been working 
in the office when the flood came Jest their lives.

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Indians eventually towed the collapsed building 
back to shore, hut the iron safe containing the 
government records was never recovered, nor 
was Victor’s personal fortune. 

Since transfer of the Port of Entry had nev er 
had official sanction, the residents of Pori Towns¬ 
end accepted the catastrophe as a fortuitous Act 
of God, and immediately planned a new customs 
house on the plateau above their own main busi¬ 
ness street.

Maybe the editor’s jibe tvas prophetic. • i 
k*r his own family, Victor was certainly unwept 
and unhonored, and fate seems to have reserved 
a tinal ending for bis turbulent life that was only 

a little less harrowing than hanging! 
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In the good old days, as the saying is, there was nothing could quite 'turn on' Vic¬ 
torians as a visit of a governor-general of Canada, especially if he was royalty. 

Victorians Turn Out in Force 
To Welcome Royalty to City 


Victorians were quite 
delirious with joy, before 
the turn of the century, 
when there came visiting 
Governor - General the 
Marquis of Lome and his 
Marchioness, who was 
Princess Louise, a daugh¬ 
ter of Queen Victoria. 

The Lomes liked Victoria so well 
they stayed for weeks, Her Royal 
Highness frequently walking the 
downtown streets, accompanied only 
by a lady-in waiting. 

In 1912 the goveror-general was 
His Royal Highness. Arthur, Duke of 
Connaught, son of Queen Victoria, 
brother of Princess Louise, and 
uncle of the reigning monarch of the 
time. King George V. 

Tlfe last royalties to be at Rideau 
Hall in Ottawa were the Earl and 
Countess of Athlone, during the Sec¬ 
ond World War. 

The Earl was brother of Queen 
Mary, and therefore uncle of the 
reigning monarch of the time, King 
George VI. 

The Countess, Princess Alice, is a 
granddaughter of Queen Victoria, 
and, therefore, niece of Princess 
Alice and the Duke of Connaught. 

She is now an old lady and lives 
at Kensington Palace in London. 

Victorians turned out in full force 
62 years ago at this time to greet the 
Connaughts, the Duchess being 
Princess Margaret of Prussia. 

Their daughter, the Princess Pa¬ 
tricia was with them. 

There were welcoming arches, 
guards of honor, receptions, garden 
parties, dances, and a round of 
visits to hospitals and other deserv¬ 
ing institutions. 

Members of the Canadian Club of 
Seattle, feeling nostalgic for all they 
had given up, came a-visiting Vic¬ 
toria especially to see the Duke and 
Duchess. 

The Colonist gave some details: 
"The Canadians from Seattle were 
made very happy by being able to 
shake the hands of. the Duke and 
Duchess" and the beguiling young 
Princess. 

"The party came over by the 
steamer Princess Charlotte, and 
were met on the wharf here by the 
executive of tl>e local Canadian 
Club, among them the Hon. secre¬ 
tary, Frank j. Sehl; Mr. R. W. 
Perry, Mr. John Hart, Mr. Frank 
Clarke. Mr. Kenneth Ferguson and 
Mr. J. D. O’Connell. 

"The visitors \yere much pleased 
vith the motto strung across Menzies 
Street‘Welcome to the Canadian 
Club of Seattle.’- 

“Capt. P. D. Hughes, late of the 
Queen’s Own Rifles of Toronto, who 
fought under Gen. Otter in the 
Northwest Rebellion, was in charge 
of the Seattle delegation. 

‘’After luncheon at the Empress 
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Hotel the visitors proceeded to Gov¬ 
ernment House. 

"They were immediately ushered 
into the ballroom, and a few min¬ 
utes later were greeted by the vice¬ 
regal couple and suite. 

"Capt. Hughes read an address — 
We are requested by Mr. G. H. Cot- 
terill, the Mayor of Seattle, to ex¬ 
tend to Your Royal Highnesses and 
Princess Patricia a hearty and cor¬ 
dial invitation to visit the city of 
Seattle. 

"There are. residing in the city 
of Seattle, 32.000 Canadians, enjoy¬ 
ing the same advantages as they 
would have in Canada, living under 
the fullest privileges of American 
citizenship, and actively engaged in 
the city’s various professional and 
commercial pursuits. 

"Assuring Royal Highness of our 
undying love for the land of our 
birth, we present to you the highest 
respects of the citizens of Seattle’." 

The Duke replied: "Your state¬ 
ment that you are flourishing under 
a friendly flag, and that the kind¬ 
liest sentiments exist between your 
and your fellow American citizens, 
is most gratifying, and it is very sat¬ 
isfactory to be told that you Canadi¬ 
ans and British are happy under the 
Stars and Stripes, which is the re¬ 
spected flag of our nearest neigh¬ 
bors. 

"It is especially gratifying to 
learn that, although not living under 
the Union Jack, you share our affec¬ 
tion for our most gracious sovereign, 
and our love for our flag.”

The school children of Victoria 
massed in the • Central School 
grounds to cheer the Duke and 
Duchess: “The first of October, 

1912, will long live in the minds of 
4,000 school children of Victoria as 
the day they gathered together to 
see the governor-general of Canada 
and to demostrate their loyalty to 
the King and flag which protects 
them. 

"Here were the children of the 
people of Victoria assembled en 
masse, without distinction of color, 
race or creed, to manifest their at¬ 
tachment to the Empire of which 
they are such potent assets, and to 
tell the world that the children of 
Victoria are proud to be British sub¬ 
jects, and proud to be counted as 
Canadians in North America. 

"The proceedings began with the 
singing of Rule Britannia, and then 
the Duchess was presented with a 
handsome bouquet of yellow snap¬ 
dragons and maidenhair fern by 
Miss Victoria Pauline Gardiner and 
Miss Ruth Copeland. 

"The Princess Patricia was re¬ 
membered by the presentation of a 
basket of roses by Miss Audrey 
Rant, who was attended by Masters 
Robert M. Petrie of Kingston Street 
school, Jack Aldridge. Boys’ Cen¬ 
tral, and Harold Molloy Ducan from 
Spring Ridge. 

‘ 'All the boys • were dressed in 
white sailor customes, and looked 
very neat, tidy and happy. 

"Conspicuous among the little 
boys was a soldier in white, who 


wore a broad sash of tri-color, or¬ 
namented with Union Jacks. 

"His name was Jean Francois. 

“Near him w-as a bluff sailor of 
some seven summers, whose merry 
eyes twinkled as he answered to the 
name of Jack Watson-King.” 

There was a garden party at 
Goverment House, hosted by Lieu¬ 
tenant-Governor and Mrs. T. W. Pa¬ 
terson : 

"The Duchess wore a long coat of 
richly embroidered mauve satin, 
over a yellow gown, her black hat 
trimmed with shaded yellow 
plumes. 

“Princess Patricia wore a girlish 
gown of deep pink embroidered 
tulle, with a long coat of black crepe 
de chine, and a black picture hat 
with large pink roses festooning the 
crown. 

“Mrs. Paterson wore a handsome 
gown of old rose satin with a long 
black satin wrap, and a blue hat 
trimmed with ostrich feathers. 

“Lady McBride was handsome a 
long mantle of brown Paisley chif¬ 
fon, veiled with black over a mauve 
satin gown, and her hat was mauve, 
with ostrich feathers. 

"During the afternoon a number 
of special guests w'ere received by 
Their Royal Highnesses. 

"These included Mrs. Phipps, 
wife of the late Major Phipps, who 
was a Gentleman-in-Waiting at the 
Court of Queen Victoria, and his 
daughter, Miss Victoria Phipps, who 
resides here with her mother, is a 
goddaughter of Victoria the Most 
Gracious and Good.

“Mrs. Phipps attended the wed¬ 
ding of the Duke and * Duchess of 
Connaught, and she and Their Royal 
Highnesses held animated conversa¬ 
tion, recalling stirring events of the 
past. 

"Another well know lady hon¬ 
ored at the garden party was Miss 
Alice Ravenhill of Shawnigan Lake, 
whose uncle, Gen. Ravenhill, was a 
personal friend of the Duke when 
they were comrades in the British 
Army.” 

Premier McBride, recently made 
a Knight of King George V was 
invested by the Duke of Connaught, 
as noted in The Colonist: 

“At Government House die go¬ 
vernor-general invested Sir Richard 
McBride with the insignia of the 
Most Distinguished Order of St. Mi¬ 
chael and St. George. 

“Die ceremony was of a private 
nature, the only witness being the 
Duke and Duchess, Princess Pa¬ 
tricia, His Honor the Lieutenant- 
Governor and Mrs. Paterson, Lady 
McBride and the Misses Margaret, 
Dorothy, Ruth and Anna McBride. 

“It w r as by especial wish of His 
Royal Highness that the daughters 
of Sir Richard and Lady McBride 
were present upon this most note¬ 
worthy occasion in their father’s 
honored career. 

“Sir Richard was invested with 
the star, badge and riband of the 
Order. 

"The star is seven-rayed, having 
in the centre a figure of St. George 
destroying the dragon, surmounted 


by the motto of the Order — ’Auspi- 
cium Melioris Aevi.’ “The badge is 
suspended from a crown, and is 
worn on a ribbon. 

"The riband of the order is of 
Saxon blue, with a scarlet stripe, 
worn across the breast. 

"The insignia were worn for the 
first time by Sir Richard at the 
State Dinner and the brilliant vice¬ 
regal reception which followed at 
the Parliament Buildings. 

"Everyone who sat near Sir 
Richard agreed that he is one of the 
most handsome of the King’s knights 
to be found anywhere in the entire 
British Empire, of which Sir Rich¬ 
ard is so devoted a son.” 

There was a ball at Government 
House. * 

"The Duchess looked very hand¬ 
some in olA. gold satin, with an 
overdress of: lace, ad a tunic of 
black jet,and the Princess was a 
vision of girlish loveliness in old rose 
with a gold sequinned tunic, and a 
diamond ornament in her hair. 

“Mrs. Paterson was very hand¬ 
somely gowned in silver tissue, 
under an overdress of heavily em¬ 
broidered net. 

"At midnight Their Royal 
Highnesses left Government House 
to take the Princess Charlotte to 
Vancouver, en route back east to 
Ottawa. 

"Before departing, the Duchess 
presented Mrs. Paterson with a 
beautiful diamond and enamel 
brooch, and the Duke gave His 
Honor a silver cigarette case, both 
of which bear the royal mono¬ 
gram.” 

This vice-regal visit, two years 
before the First World War broke 
out. so enthused Victorians that The 
Colonist editorialized: 

"To the very great majority of 
the people of Canada the Royal 
house has been something apart. 

"But it is closer now, because of 
the presence among us of His Royal 
Highness, the Duke of Connaught. 

"His presence among us has 
shown the splendid democracy of 
British institutions; it has given a 
new' meaning to Tennyson’s phrase 
‘a crowned democracy.’ 

"The Duke of Connaught has got 
very near to the people of Canada, 
and in this he has typified, in a 
manner w'hich they will never forget, 
how close is the crown of the. British 
Empire to the people of the Empire. 

"May w r e add a brief message 
which we hope His Royal Highness 
will convey to his nephew', His 
Ma iesty, our King, George V. 

“It is a message of loyal affec¬ 
tion. not only to our King, but to one 
u'ho has successfully endeavored to 
master the problems of Empire. 

"To us who are separated from 
the Throne itself, by many leagues 
of ocean and continent, it is a source 
of pride and satisfaction to know' 
that its occupant is one who knows 
the Empire better than any of us, 
and who has already shown, on 
more than one occasion, how well he 
appreciates what is involved in the 
administration of this vast domain, 
so that those things for which the 
Crown stands may be preserver and 
developed in harmony with changing

The stories told by these puppe¬ 
teers are legion and include such 
greats as The Three Bears, Jack 
and the Beanstock, Hansel and Gre- 
tel, Little Black Sambo, Little Red 
Riding Hood, Rudolph the Rednosed 
Reindeer, The Elf and The Door- 
mouse and Cinderella.

You Can 

There is a long-standing joke 
among fishermen that if you aren’t 
successful at catching fish you can 
always eat the bait. This might be 
difficult to do when you consider the 
plastic and metal lures w-hich fill 
many tackle boxes, and live bait an¬ 
glers are known to carry some un¬ 
appetizing concoctions to the lake. 

But there is one popular lure that 
can serve as both bait and some¬ 
thing to eat if the fishing isn’t a suc¬ 
cess. 

There are more than 275 species 
of crawfish and almost everywhere 
they are used by fishermen as bait. 

One technique especially favored for 
bass and steelhead fishing calls for 


picnics and indoor gatherings — Ca¬ 
nadian Scottish Children’s Party; 
Navy Vets; Canadian Legion; Ki- 
wanis, Gyro and Rotarian Clubs; 
many churches; firemen; communi¬ 
ty associations; faculty associa¬ 
tions; public library; to name a few.

removing the crawfish’s pincers and 
sliding a number 2 hook through the 
carapace just ahead of the tail.

minutes for purging. Rinse them 
again in plain water. 

Next heat a large pot of water to 
boiling, adding three sliced lemons, 
two onions, one pound erf saK, two 
cloves garlic, Cayenne pepper to 
taste, and a package of dry seafood 
boil (available at most grocers).

Sounds and Fish 


There's a new dimension in fish¬ 
ing that many anglers are beginning 
to learn about. It has long been 
known that fish see and can smell, 
but what about sound? Do fish hear? 

Definitely, say scientists, and 
sounds can greatly affect fishing 
success. Studies of fish behavior re¬ 
cently made available to the outdoor 
recreation staff at Mercury out¬ 
boards show that fish possess ears, 
much as other animals do. Fish ears 
are internal, with no external open¬ 
ing or ear drum. Sounds in the 
w’ater pass through skin, flesh and 
bone to reach the ear. 

Does this mean fish ears aren't 
sensitive? No, say the experts. Fish 
hear at ranges below and above 
what humans can hear, for example. 
And fish are able to identify sounds 
as dangerous or attractive. In addi¬ 
tion, they possess a second "hear¬ 
ing” system along the lateral line 
which senses vibrations in the water 


and passes this information along to 
the brain. t r 

How sensitive is this dual "hear¬ 
ing” system? Tests have shown that 
some fish know when you stand up 
in a boat. And definitely they can 
tell when you drop an object in a 
boat. To overcome this, many an¬ 
glers pad their boats with outdoor 
carpeting to absorb some of the nor¬ 
mal, low frequency sounds. Talking 
in a boat has no effect, since this 
sound is lost into the air and not 
transmitted to water. High fre¬ 
quency sounds, such as those made 
by outboard motors passing through 
water, seem not to bother fish. But 
let a paddle hit the side of a boat, 
and fish in the immediate area are 
spooked. 

Sounds can also be used to at¬ 
tract fish. Some of the newest lures 
have hollow bodies with internal ob¬ 
jects that "rattle” when the lure is 
retrieved. Another way to put sound 
to work for you is to cast your lure 


beyond where the fish is thought to 
be, and retrieve it over hin*. If you 
put the lure exactly on the fish, its 
sound hitting the water will proba¬ 
bly frighten him away.

Fabulous Illustrations — Excellent Text

Normally, our immediate reaction to "coffee table" 
books for review is one of delight. After all , how often do 
we invest a sum like $21 for a book, even when we rank 
our library as being our most prized possession? And re¬ 
view copies cost us no more than our opinion; a bargain 
by anyone's standards.

But, once the initial glow of ac¬ 
quisition has worn away, we are 
rugged by an old problem: where 
does <>ne put such a book? Such 
fancy works, invariably a tribute to 
their publisher and printer, seldom 
fit m. i bookshelf; and this reviewer, 
foe one, does not have a coffee table 
in tus study. Thus, the outsized vol¬ 
ume usually finds itself relegated to 
a convenient nook: out of the way 
and out of view. 


However, for a b»k such as Ar¬ 
tist* imi Horseback, we can make an 
exception. For Mr. Hogarth's lavish¬ 
ly illustrated, and well-written, his¬ 
tory of the pioneer journalists who 
recorded history in images with 
their crayons and brushes, rather 
than in words with pen and pencil, 
rates more than a secluded corner 
of our study. It is. in this reviewer’s 
opinion, a priceless collection of il¬ 
lustrations by a man regarded is 
being “the most distinguished repor- 
tonal artist of our *vn day."

There’s Nothing Funny About Laughter

The current nostalgia fad is understandable. People 
worried about the grim present and neryous about the 
uncertain future are apt to look back fondly and care¬ 
fully conjure up selected memories of joy. It's a defence 
mechanism to steady the nerves and preserve sanity. 


Humor is tin even more accurate 
barometer of the times. Have you 
noticed how easily people laugh now¬ 
adays? Observe carefully those 
around you, particularly at work, 
and you’ll find that the biggest 
laughers are the most worried and 
insecure individuals. Their laughs 
often contain a note of hysteria. 
Freud explained this by describing 
laughter as a release from tensions 
and inhibitions. 

Freud’s comment is quoted in An 
Anatomy of Laughter, by Richard 
Boston, a serious and thoughtful 
book which deals in a literary fash¬ 
ion with laughter through the ages. 

Boston draws his material from 
zoology, history, anthropology and 
legend, as well as the stage and lit¬ 
erature. He approaches the subject 
from many angles at once, hopping 
jauntily from Plato to Buster Kea¬ 
ton, from Rabelais to Chaplin. 

The author claims that laughter 
is an expression of pain. This is by 
no means a blanket assertion — 
there is nothing melancholy about 
the Marx Brothers or those little 
boys, Laurel and Hardy — but the 
well developed thesis bears out the 
claim. My regret is that I cannot do 
justice to it in a short review'. 

Boston opens with animal behav¬ 
ior (Darwin’s principle of antithesis) 
to point out how monkeys scream 
when alarmed but make interrupt¬ 
ed, laughing or tittering sounds, as 
unlike screams as possible, when 
pleased. Similarly the pig's grunt of. 
satisfaction is the opposite of its 
high-pitched, continuous scream of 
pain or terror. 

Desmond Morris (The Naked 
Ape) claims smiles and laughs 
evolve from crying, which is a mu¬ 
scular tension. Morris notes that a 
baby cries at birth but doesn’t laugh 
(gurgling doesn’t count) until the 
third or fourth month when it recog¬ 


nizes its mother but is afraid of 
other adults. 

When a mother inadvertently 
startles her infant she gives con¬ 
flicting signals. The child’s reaction 
is half crying and half parental rec¬ 
ognition — danger but no danger — 
and the result is a laugh which is 
the baby's message that “I recog¬ 
nize the danger is not real.” The 
mother can then play with the baby 
vigorously, and later< the child will 
provoke such situations. 

This is the playful, pleasureable 
form of mother-laughter, a very dif¬ 
ferent thing to adult mother-in-law 
laughter which is aggressive and the 
even crueller form which is fre 
quently obscene. 

From here Boston develops his 
thesis by skipping in bewildering 
fashion from the Bible (almost total¬ 
ly devoid of humor — Jesus wept 
but never laughed) to modem litera¬ 
ture (Max Beerbohm, W. H. Auden, 
Lewis Carroll, George Orwell) and 
on to the stage (Shakespeare, Ione¬ 
sco and others) and finally to the 
great screen comedians. 

And then he lunges into legend 
and history drawing a parallel be¬ 
tween the tricksters (so common in 
the legends of our native Indians), 
Hermes, the trickster of Greek

mythology, and the many-named 
trickster of the Nigerian Yoruba. 

In history the trickster’s counter¬ 
part is the buffoon, jester or fool. 
His role was to create laughter and 
his armory included erudition, stu¬ 
pidity, sexuality, cunning, malice, 
deceit and truth-tellintg. The fool was 
bracketed with the king and when 
kings lost their power fools lost their 
role. In England court jesters ended 
with the execution of Charles I, and 
in France the office died out with 
the French Revolution. 

The king represented law, the 
fool lawlessness; both were solitary 
figures outside normal society. The 
fool lives on in the ordinary' pack of 
playing cards where he is not of the 
royal family (having no suit) or 
even a member of the pack, but as 
Joker he is the most powerful card 
of all. 

As Boston points out, the -king- 
jester relationship occurs oftfcn in 
history, mythology and literature — 
Lear and the Fool, Tamburlaine and 
Nasr-ed-Din. Leo X and Fra 
Mariano, Prince Hal and Falstaff, 
Don Quixote and Sancho Panza, and 
so on. It’s noteworthy that fools gfe 
not tolerated in authoritarian socie¬ 
ties. 

The modem jesters are ac¬ 
complished, wealthy stars, like Cha¬ 
plin, the Marx Brothers, Mort Sahl, 
Danny Kaye, Jacques Tati, Sid Cae¬ 
sar, and the never-to-be-forgotten 
Beyond the Fringe quartet. They 
perform the same function as the old 
court jesters only they make mil-

lions laugh. Their counterparts in 
literature add to the merriment. 

Incidentally, humor is not d^ad. 
as many aver; it has merely taken a 
^different form. It always has. Byron 
< 6 mourned its loss: “The daysj of 
Comedy are gone, alas!” (Cantb 13 
of Don Juan) and the first lines of 
The Frogs, by Aristophanes (written 
in 405 BC) are on the subject of 
stale jokes! 

Sadly, as Boston points out. many 
of the great laugh-makers of litera¬ 
ture are full of melancholy, Dr. 
Johnson and Byron being classic ex¬ 
amples. Sydney Smith was filled 
with woe, and Mark Twain, a consis¬ 
tently humorous man, was desper¬ 
ately unhappy and guilt-ridden, and 
actually said that the source of 
humor is not joy but sorrow. 

James Thurber was unhappy ami 
nearly mad, Evelyn Waugh, accord¬ 
ing to his diaries, was a tormented 
individual, and the brilliant Dorothy 
Parker was an alcoholic obsessed 
with ideas of death. They, and many 
others, laughed to conceal pain. 

Let me close with a quotai;* n 
from Boston’s final paragraph: 

“We need laughter, just as we 
need love. Were we entirely ratio¬ 
nal, and without any hang-ups, 
neuroses or tensions, then we would 
need neither. Laughter is like the 
pearl which the oyster forms around 
the speck of irritation. The entirely 
healthy oyster produces no pearls, 
and the inhabitants of Utopia (like 
Jesus) do not laugh. Laughter exists 
in an imperfect world, and it makes

All these projects were excellent 
training for the model of St. An¬ 
drew’s which is perfect in every de¬ 
tail even to the air vents which were 
put in when the original foundations 
showed dry rot. 

The replica took eight months to 
construct and is 28 1 -.* inches high, 
two feet wide, and three feet in 
length. It weighs 35 pounds. It is af¬ 
fixed to a base which is cleverly 
decorated to represent a green lawn 
with flower beds. 

Harry is very' innovative and he 
used sawdust, green paint an I glue 
to produce the grass effect. Flowers 
are tiny sections of fir cones, also 
painted, with shavings for leaves. 

The porch door opens and a bell 
tinkles in the bell-tower There is 
even an oil tank outside the furnace 
room which is a late addition to the 
old church. 

The main roof lifts off to display 
a fully-furnished interior. The pews, 
font, reading desk, pulpit, and organ 
are all there, even to a few music 
notes painted on the w**>den music 
rest! 

The sanctuary is complete with a 
figured cloth drape behind the alter 
which is spread with a while cloth 
made by Margaret. A ' gold ” cros< 
ami candles are in place and a can¬ 
dle snuffer lurks in the comer! The 
sanctuary is carpeted in a lighter 


color than the centre aisle in keep¬ 
ing with what really is. 

The oil lamp, a relic of pioneer 
days, is there, so are the sconces 
with white candles, and the electric 
fixtures. The hymn board is not for¬ 
gotten. nor the brass memorial pla¬ 
ques on the walls. Even the heat 
registers are there. 

The ceiling is authentically 
beamed and the plywood which lines 
the interior is marked off diagonally 
to look like the original. 

Wilson does not work to scale but 
the structure is surprisingly in pr*»- 
[•ortion. He says it is buii* mostly 
from scrap lumber. There are 2..714 
tiny cedar shingles on the steep 
roof. The glass for the windows is 
tinted but not stained, and had to Ik? 
(ought. He has used a clever device 
to indicate the small jtanes of the 
windows. This is the use of [tainted 
siring gluecf on. 

Interestingly', the actual cost of 
materials w r hich had to be pur¬ 
chased. mostly glass, glue and 
paint, was only $9.67. Mr. Wilson 
isn’t out of pocket, though. He col¬ 
lected beer and [top bottles realizing 
$17.69. Hows that for resource¬ 
fulness? 

Yes. indeed. Harry Wilson, his 
family and friends, all Hfive good 
reason to be proud of this monumen¬ 
tal work. For years to come it will 
t>e a pleasure to fall who view it. His 
inventiveness, painstaking work, 
and clever use of materials to hand 
Are an inspiration.

Egypt, Israel want peace, expect war 


Jews start to emerge 
from tunnel of gloom 

By RICHARD C. GROSS, from Tel Aviv 

Tense and haunted by the memory of a war that 
caught it unprepared, Israel now wages a battle to 
emerge from the year-long tunnel of gloom brought 
on by a loss of confidence in its armed forces and the 
pi-ospect of a renewed conflict. 


But as strength seeps hack 
into its, military machine, its 
leaders gain more and more 
confidence to again start 
warning the Arabs on its own 
terms. 

Stress underlies relations 
between Israel and its Arab 
neighbors in the year since 
Egypt and Syria launched the 
attack that for the first time 
caught Israelis completely un¬ 
aware. It has been hard to 
live it down. 

The surprise attack on Oct. 
6 started the fourth Middle 
East war in 26 years of Israeli 
statehood. In many ways it 
was the bloodiest in the na¬ 
tion’s short history. One 
hundred men died for each of 
those years. 

TV»e war plunged the pros¬ 
pering country into economic 
chaos, unprecedented gloom 


and virtual isolation from 
most of the world. It forced a 
necessity to end the stalemate 
over the return of occupied 
Arab territories that had been 
hardening since the end of the 
1967 conflict. 

Israel emerged from the 18 
days of battling with its army 
in Africa and on the dusty 
road to Damascus, a military 
victory it gave up months 
later in exchange for the ten¬ 
tative peace wrought by U.S. 
Secretary of State Henry Kis¬ 
singer. 

Now with the prospect of 
another war haunting the 
fibre of Israeli society. Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin is ap¬ 
pealing to the Arabs for de¬ 
clarations of nonbelligerency 
as a means of reaching peace 
through stages. He said the 
maps are ready to be unrolled 
to chart new cease-fire lines. 


Pessimism prevails 


But fully 80 per cent of the 
3.3 million Israelis, according 
to a recent newspaper poll, 
think peace cannot be at¬ 
tained even if Israel returns 
more of the territory it cap¬ 
tured from Egypt, Syria and 
Jordan in six days of June in 
1967. Seven per cent think it 
can. s 

“There will never be peace 
here because, quite plainly, 
the Arabs don’t want a Jewish 
state among them,” said Ben- 
yamin Nathan, 46. “If they 
ever got as far as Tel Aviv, 
they would kill everyone, and 
we know it. With hatred like 
that, how can you expect 
peace?'’ 

In short, Israel a year after 
a war that cost it $8 billion it 
didn’t have is a bleak picture. 

Stunned by the surprise of¬ 
fensive that proved its armed 
forces and heroes such as 
Moshe Dayan Were not as in¬ 
vincible as they thought, 
Israelis sank into despair and 
nervousness which even now 
haunt them as their new lead¬ 
ers try to get the countfy 
back on its feet. 

Adding to the depression 


were the attacks in the spring 
against four northern Israeli 
towns and settlements in 
which 57 persons were killed 
and 112 others wounded by 
Arab guerrillas •— Israel’s 
other, more shadowy enemy. 

Even Defence Minister Shi¬ 
mon Peres, a man known for 
his easy laughter, admitted 
the country .was in a “melan¬ 
choly mood.” 

Complicating the road to re¬ 
covery have been external 
factors over which Israel has 
little control. 

Tourism, the major earner 
of foreign currency needed so 
desperately to buy weapons, 
dropped remarkably and is 
nowhere near the $900,000 
level predicted so confidently 
for this year before the war 
shattered hoteliers’ dreams 
and bank accounts Oct. 6. 

Immigration from the 
. worldwide pool of Jews Israel 
hopes to tap so it can double 
its population to a minimum 
of six % million has virtually 
halted from the West despite 
campaign trip^ by immigra¬ 
tion officials to North and 
South America and Europe.

To raise money to buy 
weapons and at the same 
time try to halt a worldwide 
inflation record of 33 per cent 
in a year, Israel boosted taxes 
by nearly $1 billion and is 
thinking of slapping on an 
added value tax in the spring. 

Only the doctors who de¬ 
mand cash payment for ser¬ 
vices rendered, and refuse to 
issue a receipt, escape the 
worsening tax burden. 

The monumental task of re¬ 
building the armed forces 
began immediately after the 
war and, military sources 
said, was completed in June 
when prewar strength was 
achieved. The process goes 
on, with Israel eyeing new ad¬ 
vanced American weaponry. 

It has asked the United 
States, its chief ally and ar¬ 
morer, for $1.5 billion a year 
to help finance the purchase 


of more planes, tanks, mis¬ 
siles and guns. 

Both to warn the Arabs that 
Israql is not a defeated nation 
and to rebuild confidence at 
home, the armed forces went 
through three large-scale war 
games in Sinai and the Golan, 
the biggest exercises since the 
war. 

It held a 22-hour practice 
mobilization cf tens of thou¬ 
sands of reservists. 

Announcing that military 
strength was the backbone of 
its - negotiating stance for 
peace with the Arabs, Israel 
started calling tens of thou¬ 
sands of men first rejected by 
the military to review their 
cases in a move to bolster the 
standing army and the front¬ 
lines. 

Foreign sources estimate 
the standing army at 100,000 
men and that full mobilization 
can swell it to 375,000. 


Hard lessons learned 


The theme song aired by 
military leaders since the 
summer is that Israel has 
learned the lessons of the war 
and therefore never again will 
let itself be surprised. 

The guerrillas have been 
kept at bay since their last 
successful attack, by sea, at 
Naharivya June 24. 

Increased patrols along the 
Lebanese frontier, boils of 
barbed wire, floodligms, sens¬ 
ing devices and search an de¬ 
stroy incursions into Lebanon 
have dealt with the guerrilla 
threat but not eliminated it. 

And with increasing fre¬ 
quency since the war, a mark 
of renewed confidence, Israel 
has sent its warplanes into 
Lebanese skies to bomb and 
strafe suspected guerrilla con¬ 
centrations in pre-emptive 
strikes guided by a policy to 
hit the guerrillas whenever 
and wherever they can be 
found. 

Israel again as in prew r ar 
days, is becoming more force¬ 
ful in dealing with Egypt and 
Syria. Again il seeks to bar¬ 
gain from a position of 
strength and not by the dic¬ 
tates ot Washington. 

Rabin already* has said 
there will be no more shuttle 
diplomacy of the kind that 
brought about the Kissinger- 


devised troop disengagement 
agreements in the sands of 
Sinai and plateau of Golan. 
And again Israel is warning 
the Arabs not to try anything. 

Israel's policy toward 
Egypt is one of agreeing to 
make further withrrawals in 
Sinai but not without some¬ 
thing in return, including the 
right of Israeli ships to sail 
through the Suez Canal once 
it is reopened. 

It has rejected King Hus¬ 
sein's bid for a disengagement 
process along the Jordan 
River, arguing that Israeli 
and Jordanian troops do not 
face each other directly and 
thus there is no need for a 
separation of forces. 

Israel has said it wants a 
full agreement from Jordan 
with regard to the occupied 
West Bank, an agreement 
that would include the Pales- 
Lnian issue. It does not want 
to negotiate with the Palestine 
Liberation Organization. 

As for Syria, which Israel 
repeatedly has accused of vio¬ 
lating the disengagement 
pact, Rabin said he is willing 
to work out an interim agree¬ 
ment with Damascus as well. 

Nevertheless, the man in 
the street / expects bo fight 
again.

Cairo still euphoric 
over its first ‘ victory ’

“With one hand we build, with the tether we 
carry arms to liberate.”

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Television helps 
to breed 
mass illiteracy

Two million people in Britain live iir a shadow world, 
they are either totally illiterate—it is estimated tlvat 7.000 
children leave school every year unable to read or write — or 
they are barely literate. Whether adults or an estimated 12 
per cent of 15-year-olds, they are destined to go through life 
stumbling over simple sentences, for they cannot read or. 
write as well as the average nine-year-old. 

It means that they take newspapers to look at Uie pic¬ 
tures. They find it beyond them to fill out a form, to study job 
lists at employment exchanges or to send a postcard when on 
holiday. The headline over this article would be beyond them, 
for they haven’t gdt past “the cat sat on the mat” stage. 

Now after a year of research the BBC is planning a 
three-year television project to teach adult illiterates to read. 
There will be 10-minute look-and-learn programs, short, 
snappy and tuneful, using cartoon characters and catchy jin¬ 
gles. 

Donald Gratton, controller of BBC educational broadcast¬ 
ing, said the program will save adults the embarrassment 
they may feel in seeking out a class. “We intend to start at 
the very beginning, assuming no literacy at all”, he said. 

Many illiterates and near-illiterates realize their handi¬ 
cap. One literacy class tutor said; “Hie inability to read or 
write is a secret which most adults want to keep hidden from 
their friends and workmates. We even have a couple of 
housewives on our books wanting to learn to read as quickly 
as passible bef.xre their husbands find out about their inabili¬ 
ty. 

“A lot of our students are young parents with children 
just starting to read. They don't like being overtaken by their 
children. The majority of our pupils are young men seeking 
promotion at work, who find they cannot do so unless they 
can keep a worksheet and make records ’. 

Many adult illiterates are good at concealing their inabili¬ 
ty. If they are asked to fill out a form they will take it away 
and get someone else to do it. But the worst thing that can 
liappcn to a workman unalrie t> road « to be f ?und out and 
sacked or to be promoted. 

At the other end of the scale there is a north country 
millionaire who is illiteratt. His wife acts as his secretary, 
but the strain of having to pretend that he can read and write 
once brought him near a nervous breakdown. 

One alarming aspect of adult illiteracy was found in 1972 
In a survey conducted by the National Association for Reme¬ 
dial Education. Seventy per cent of adult non-readers ques¬ 
tioned had left school within the last five years. Paul Wid- 
lake, editor of Remedial Education, commented: “We found 
that most of these people had developed an aversion to school, 
early on, and were adept at avoiding reading situations. They 
live now in a twilight world. They suffer from an ultimate 
lack of social status. They feel the shame of it deeply in a lit¬ 
erate society.” 

But why the ncar-illiteracy? Most of the backward 
readers in school are not backward because they lack in¬ 
telligence but because they are not using their innate ability 
to the full. The full use of intelligence depends on security, 
stability and tranquillity of mind. Anything which disrupts 
these conditions, teachers and social workers find, tends to 
produce backwardness in reading. 

So insecure h>mes, nagging, over - anxious parents, 
illnesses, frequent changes of school, frequent changes of 
teachers, mothers at work, broken homes, the increasing 
climate of social malaise and violence instantly reflected in 
the media — all these factors play a part. 

Many children before the war grew up in unsettled “un¬ 
der-privileged” homes yet l>ecame perfectly literate; why the 
difference today? One powerful reason is that TV is helping to 
breed thousands of children who may never be able to read 
properly. Already many youngsters of it «re Iwing found to 
have reading ages less than those of six-year-olds. 

They are backward because of a bookless home environ¬ 
ment dominated entirely by TV. radio and pjp records. 
Professor Ian Hun tor. head of psychology at Keele University, 
said a group of children being helped by one of his graduate 
students suffered no impairment of intelligence but came 
from homes in w'hich there was little or no reading matter. 

“Almost all the communication in which these children 
are involved is oral, gestural and pictorial and their knowl¬ 
edge of a large world comes from TV, radio, records and 
hearsay’’, he said. “In this world, reading is mainly encoun¬ 
tered as a chore during school reading lessons.” 

Some parents believe that “go-as-you-please" methods 
which allow olnildren t:> find cut how to read “in their own 
good time" keep children back. Even the elaborate equip¬ 
ment and gadgetry of the new “luxury” school may divert at¬ 
tention from the serious business of learning to read and 
write pu*x»r!y. In a recent survey of 500 seven-year-olds in 
Izmdon schools, the besrt readers were those taught by “firm¬ 
ly organized" teaching rather than by “do your own thing” 
methods. /%

vanced about 10 miles in Sinai 
and held their ground.

Humiliation erased 


The October performance 
by Egyptian forces wiped out 
more than six years of humili¬ 
ation brought on by the mili¬ 
tary trouncing Egypt received 
a I Israel’s hands in the 1967 
war. 

The 1973 battle generated a 
momentum for peace which 
never existed before. The 
United States took the initia¬ 
tive and Sadat responded im¬ 
mediately to what he termed 
a shift in American policy to¬ 
ward balance between Arab 
and Israeli instead of the old 
“blind bias for Israel.” 

U.S. Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger, who 
successfully engineered mili- 
tai*y disengagement between 
Israel. Egypt and Syria, is 
currently encased in efforts 
for further moves toward a 
peace settlement. 

The next move, in the opin¬ 
ion of diplomatic circles here, 
is more likely to be a further 


partial Israeli troop with¬ 
drawal in Sinai than a mili¬ 
tary disengagement on the 
Jordanian-Israeli front. 

The Jordan-PLO rift on who 
represents. the Palestinians, 
Egypt’s latest move in ac¬ 
knowledging the PLO as 
“sole” representative, Jor¬ 
dan's angry reaction in freez¬ 
ing its role in peace efforts 
and threatening to wash its 
hands of the crisis altogether 
all these factors have com¬ 
bined to make a troop separa¬ 
tion agreement on the Jor- 
danian-Isracli front unlikely 
at this stage. 

Kissinger is due in the Mid¬ 
dle East this coming week to 
see what can be done. Arab 
heads of state are scheduled 
to meet at Rabat Oct. 26 in 
an attempt to heal inter-Arab 
breaches and forge a United 
front to prepare for the re¬ 
sumption of peace talks with 
Israel at Geneva.

Since the end of the 
October war. Egypt has been 
given or pledged a total of 
nearly $2 billion in grants and 
loans by Arab and other 
foreign countries including 
Japan, Iran. West Germany 
and the United States. 

Much more is needed. Re¬ 
construction Minister Osman 
estimates he will need about 
$6 billion over the next five 
years for reconstruction 
alone. 

Military spending, which 
accounts for more than half 
the national budget of about 
$5 billion, must be maintained 
at its present level and may 
even have to be increased as 
Egypt seeks arms for cash 
outside the Soviet bloc. 

The Soviet Union. Egypt’s 
principal arms supplier since 
1955, has made things difficult 
by withholding deliveries 
since the October war. This 
forced Sadat to decide last 
spring to “diversify" bis ar¬ 
mament sources. 

“ He said in Augusl that new 
warplanes from the West 
were “on the way" to Egypt 
through friendly Arab coun¬ 
tries including Saudi Arabia. 
With France’s lifting of its 
embargo on arms to .the Mid¬ 
dle East, Egypt can be ex¬ 
pected to shop for arms in 
Paris. 

Egypt's military leaders 
are conducting themselves on 


the premise that there will be 
another war with Israel and 
are pushing preparations 
without letup. 

"The coming battle will be 
fought with different weapons 
and different tactics,” War 
Minister Marshal Ahmed Is¬ 
mail said in a Kuwaiti news¬ 
paper interview. “We are 
training in new methods to be 
used in a new war.”

Doubt plagues 
Kissinger’s 
Mideast mission

Henry Kissinger will shortly be setting off on another of 
his edebrated trips of whirlwind diplomacy in the Middle 
East. But the question is being asked whether Kissinger now 
has lost his touch as a man capable of working apparent mir¬ 
acles of |>eace-making. His new mission will therefore be 
plagued wltlh duubte. 

The aura surrounding the dynamic U.S. secretary of state 
has been seriously tarnished as a result of his alleged failure 
to halt the Cyjirus conflict, the charges levelled against him 
of complicity in the 1973 downfall of Chile's left wing govern¬ 
ment and skepticism in the United States over his policy of 
detente with Russia. 

Congressional rebellions against Kissinger's policies are 
becoming more frequent. And it is also suggested that recent 
tough talk by Washington about the oil crisis and about the 
upsetting impact on western economies of currency move¬ 
ments involving portions of the huge Arab oil revenues has 
undermined the ties carefully woven by the secretary be¬ 
tween the U.S. and the Arabs earlier this year. 


Thus Kissinger’s trip will begin this coming week under a 
• loud, with the outlook worsened by reported Israeli dissatis¬ 
faction over U.S. proposals for international iuspection of 
U.S. equipped nuclear plants in both Israel and Egypt if 
Washington's promise of atomic reactors to the latter is ful¬ 
filled. 

The Israelis are well advanced in their nuclear techno¬ 
logy and would have much more to lose from inspection than 
would the Egyptians with their fledgling projects. But the 
Israeli appi^hension on this score hasn’t discouraged inten¬ 
sive diplomatic manoeuvring in tihe last days prior to the 
next Kissinger expedition. 

For instance, Faris observers suggest that the controver¬ 
sial offer by Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin to surrender pari 
>{ the Israeli occupied West Bank of the Jordan River may 
be partly aimed to please the U.S. fts well as tempt King Hus¬ 
sein of Jordan. 

★ * ★ - 

The Paris interpretation is that the Israelis are heme 
pressured by Washington into such concessions as the neces¬ 
sary price for continued military and economic aid from the 
U.S. 

The Americans also may he trying to soften the Israelis 
with talk of a U.S. veto against United Nations recognition of 
the Palestine Liberation Organization (PLO). 

Rabin’s words about concessions are currently being 
coupled with grim warnings from him that any Egyptian or 
Syrian use of missiles against Israeli population centres 
would set off retaliation by Israel against Arab cities. 

Thus Kissinger will l>e journeying into a part of the world 
which remains decidedly tense when he renews his efforts to 
produce a lasting peace in the Middle East.

morning outside the Rossiya 
Hotel, Team Canada head¬ 
quarters.

TORONTO - B.C. Lions re¬ 
ceived a boost Saturday when 
Toronto Argonauts upset Ed¬ 
monton Eskimos.

He has given his side much bet¬ 
ter goalkeeping than he did in 1972, when he was great in the 
four games in Canada and then slipped a bit in the pressure 
of the Team Canada corheback . . . Canadian goalkeeper 
Gerry Cheevera is an aydent horseman who has a stable of 10 
thoroughbreds . . . V’aleri Kharlamov, the pesky little Russian 
speedster, has a Spanish mother. Her parents were killed 
during the Spanish civil war, and she was taken to Russia as 
an infant refugee . . . news from NHL training camps includes 
the item that a new star could blossom this season for Mon¬ 
treal Canadiens. Guy Lafleur, picked first in the 1971 ama¬ 
teur draft, has been moved to centre and has been flying In 
exhibition games. Lafleur was so outstanding as a junior that 
his three-season NHL total of 78 goals and 97 assists is con¬ 
sidered disappointing . . . Mark Howe is said to be the first 
player to play for two countries in international hockey. 
Because he has dual citizenship he was able to play for the 
U.S. in the 1972 Olympic Games and for Team Canada this 
year . . . and surely one of tlie things to be remembered 
about the 1974 Team Canada-Russia series is the father-sons 
combination of the Canadian team. And while Marty Howe 
hasn’t seen much action, Mark has shown again that he is 
likely to be a super-star. And w-ho would dare say that .dad 
hasn't proved that, he belongs? What we have to do for the 
rest of the season is to avoid Marilyn and Laura. They are 
really going to be insufferable . . . 


WILF CAIN handed in his resignation, effective Sept. 30. 
as executive director of Little League Baseball Canada, but 
there are hopes that he will reconsider . . . Peter Dal la Riva, 
the Italian-born Canadian who is probably the best tight-end 
in the Canadian Football League, didn’t start playing football 
until he was 19. But he was a natural, and received a tryout 
offer from Hamilton Tiger-Cats after his first season. He 
wasn't quite ready, but the Ticats must be wishing they had 
waited instead of telling him to put on some weight and get 
some more experience . . . Canadian football could become a 
four-down game in 1977. Canada should be on the metric sys¬ 
tem by then, and with 10 metres amounting to almost 11 
yards, some kind of a rules change will be needed. The play¬ 
ing surface under the metric system is scheduled to be 100 
metres by 60 metres, which is about 2 feet shorter and about 
two feet wider than the present field . . . Ferguson Jenkins, 
who responded to his banishment by Chicago Cubs by making 
Texas Rangers a pennant contender with his 25-12 pitching, 
was deadly against the Oakland Athletics.
